Living back in 1789, shortly after 
the inauguration of Washington, you 
might be wearing coat buttons bear- 
ing initials GW for George Wash- 
ington in the center, surrounded 
with slogans of “Long Live the Pres- 
ident,” or “March 4 Memorable.” 

The button makers of the day who 
were located in Massachusetts and 
Connecticut produced these items in 
brass and copper.

paign pieces have become rare, with 
approximately 200 known in collec- 
tions. 

The Adams- Jackson campaign of 
1824 represented the first use of 
campaign items as they are used to- 
day. Jackson’s backers struck med- 
als in brass showing his profile on 
the obverse with slogans of “Hero 
of New Orleans,” “The Nation’s 


Good,” and “The Nation’s Pride,” on | 


the reverse. The idea was patterned 
after a Congressional medal present- 
ed to Jackson in 1824 for his mili- 
tary victory at New Orleans in 1815. 

The period from 1824 through 1856 
had a preponderance of medal cam- 
paign items. Most common were the 
white metal and brass pieces issued 
by the manufacturers of Boston, 
New York, and Philadelphia. 

The medals usually followed the 


same format as the early Jackson | 
pieces. Occasionally in place of the | 


reverse side inscription telling of the 
candidates merits, patriotic slogans 
and symbols were used. The symbols 
were liberty caps, eagles, shields, and 
flags. 

Over 100 different types of med- 
als were issued for the 1840 cam- 
paign between Harrison and Van Bu- 


ren. The log cabin and cider bar- |— 
rel became the Harrison symbols and |- 


were found on most medals backing 
him. 

The Whigs used these unusual 
symbols after an anti-Whig news- 
paper made a remark that Harri- 
son, if given a barrel of cider and 


a pension, would live in a log cabin | 


for the rest of his life. Harrison 


won the election. He became the old- |- 


est president ever inaugurated, only 


to die one month later of pneumo- | 
nia. Because of his death, the im- | 


portance of the vice-president in the 
campaign of 1844 became more no- 
ticeable by the issuance of medals 
depicting both the presidential and 
vice-presidential candidates. 
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The tension between the North} 
and South in 1860 introduced a great F 


deal of national interest 


into the | 


campaign. More varieties of medals 
were issued for this campaign than | 


in any previous. 


The ferrotype was introduced into 
this campaign. It was composed of fF 
a brass shell with a portrait of the F 
-_—— 
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presidential candidate on the obverse 
and the vice-presidential candidate 
on the reverse. 

The campaign items after the Lin- 
coln campaigns covered a wide vari- 
ety of types. Both the medals and 
ferrotypes were in common use. The 
photograph started to replace the 
ferrotypes in the 1876 campaign. 

A few items were manufactured 
out of rubber, as illustrated by the 
Blaine piece. The campaign item 
makers produced a number of me- 
chanical items. When a string on an 
eagle was pulled, the wings moved 
down as if flying to expose pictures 
of Harrison and Morton. 

When a lever was released on the 
McKinley elephant, the GOP cover 
sprang up to reveal pictures of 
McKinley and Hobart. More com- 
mon were the gold and silver bugs. 
When a tail was flicked on a bug, 
the wings opened up to disclose pic- 
tures of the candidates. 

Celluloid brought about a cheaper 
and more colorful way of producing 
campaign items in the 1896 cam- 
paign. These celluloid items re- 
mained in vogue until the 1940’s 
when printed tin replaced them to a 
great degree. 


One of the more unusual celluloid 
items pictured Eugene Debs with 
prison bars behind him. He ran for 
president while in prison and won 
some 900,000 votes. 


The symbol of the Roosevelt Pro- 
gressive party became the “bull- 
moose” in 1912. The brown derby 
symbolized Al Smith during his cam- 
paign against Hoover. 


Most of us remember the sun- 
flower as Landon’s symbol. The shoe 
with the “hole” told everybody that 
you were a Stevenson backer after 
he was photographed, while waiting 
to speak, with a large hole in the 
sole of one of his shoes.

JOHN McCORMACK 
IN OPERA AND SONG 


By AIDA FAVIA-ARTSAY 


A beautiful Long Play disc of John 
McCormack’s scarcer Victor record- 
ings has been released by RCA. Ex- 
cept for two Italian songs, Camden 
CAL-512 contains some of the Irish 
tenor’s finest operatic numbers, but 
oddly, not his incomparable “Don 
Giovanni.” 

Even if Jl mio tesoro has already 
been re-issued, its inclusion would 
still have been highly desirable. Af- 
ter all, it does have the distinction 
of being one of the few perfect 
discs in the annals of recording his- 
tory, and one of which McCormack 
thought so highly that he wished to 
be remembered by it. 

As it has been RCa’s consistent 
practice of late, the pitch was duti- 
fully attended to, and the transcrip- 
tion is humless and clear—which all 
the more brings out the surface 
scratch, thumping, and swishing of 
the worn “Manon,” “Faust,” and 
“Bohéme,” used here for reproduc- 
tion. 

May it be noted that there really 
was no need to re-record damaged 
material. A call in the right direc-

McCormack’s predilection for the 
Italian language is evident in many 
of his selections from the French 
repertoire. “Manon,” “Faust,” “Car- 
men,” ‘Pearl Fishers,” ‘“Lakmé”?— 
all were recorded by him in Italian. 


Champs paternels from Méhul’s 
biblical opera “Joseph,” however, he 
did in the original French. And beau- 
tifully, too—well in the style of its 
early 19th century music, and with 
that golden voice of his at its lush- 
est best. 

It is said that McCormack used to 
sip milk while recording to lubri- 
cate his throat with its soothing 
film. If this treatment had anything 
to do with the “cream and honey” 
in his tone, then all tenors should 
by all means take to drinking milk 
without delay. 

His Chiudo gli occhi from “Ma- 
non,” with its deliciously faded high 
A, and minus the added “birdie ef- 
fects” so dear to some tenors, is 
an example of how Chevalier Des 
Grieux’ romantic day dream should 
be sung. 

The “Faust” Cavatina is done as 
given in the score, in A-flat. And 
notice how cleverly he negotiates the 
phrase with the high C, by prepar- 
ing the “form” before hand on the 
notes preceding it. That’s using the 
head—both in the brains department 
and in the resonating cavities. 


Obviously not one to shun respon- 
sibility or challenge, McCormack did 
not lower the key of the “Bohéme” 
Narrative either. He sings it in the 
prescribed D-Flat modulating into 
A-Flat, attacks the C vigorously, and 
inserts a little flourish just before 
ending. 

In “Carmen,” the Flower Song 
helps Don Jose win the girl; on 
McCormack’s record it serves him 
very well to capture the listener. 
And Bimboni’s “Sospiri Miei’ does 
even more—for that is the senti- 
mental stuff in which all he had 
to do was lay his dulcet voice on the 
breath and from the first bar have 
the enraptured audience in his pow- 
er. 

Among the operatic selections less 
frequently recorded are Dai campi 
and Giunto sul passo estremo from 
“Mefistofele.” As a gratifying result 
of not being “sung to death,” their 
great beauty remains always fresh

1. Victor Consents to Record 
“The Wreck” 


When Vernon Dalhart, swapped 
horses, so to speak, in the middle 
of the stream and gave up singing 
popular songs and concert ballads 
‘to become the most prolific recorder 
of hill-billy tunes, he was just enter- 
ing middle age. 

At the time he began to importune 
Victor to make a record of “The 
Wreck of the Southern Old 97,” 
which he had already successfully 
waxed for Edison, he was 41. Judg- 
ing by photographs, he resembled 
our present day Vice President Rich- 
ard M. Nixon, who in 1924 was only 
a small boy. 


In the fall of 1952 I attended, in 
Richmond, Va., a performance of 
Cornelia Otis Skinner’s “one-woman” 
production, “Paris ’90.” The orches- 
tra leader for Miss Skinner, Nathan- 
iel Shilkret, in the 1920’s was the 
Victor Company’s staff accompanist 
and the conductor of the Victor Sa- 
lon Orchestra. 


After the performance Nat and 
I ate dinner in a bus terminal with 
Quentin Riggs, a young Oklahoma 
City record collector, who was then 
stationed in military service.at Camp 
Lee, Va. I remember the friendly, 
unassuming conductor surprised us 
by saying that in his early career 
he was a member of the Edison 
Orchestra and played for Blue Am- 
berol records. 

I had heard reports that Nat 
Shilkret had a big part in the suc- 
cess of Dalhart’s historic Victor re- 
cord combining “The Wreck of the 
97” and “The Prisoner’s Song.” I 
asked him about that. 

Was it true, I asked, that “The 
Prisoner’s Song,” which turned out 
to be an even greater hit than “The 
Wreck,” was partly his own work? 
Nat assured me it was. He then 
gave this account of the genesis of 
what, in some respects, is the most 
remarkable of all records: 

“In 1924,” Shilkret said, “Dalhart’s 
popularity as a maker of popular 
song records was declining, at least

as far as Victor was concerned. He 
was anxious to hit on something that 
would give his sales a boost. 

“He kept telling us about the suc- 
cess of the ‘Wreck of the Old 97’ 
record on Edison, and insisted that 
we let him record it. ‘Come on and 
give me the date!’ he would say. ‘I 
need the money!’ 

“The record business was bad along 
then and we weren’t much inclined 
to experiment. Besides, we told Dal- 
hart, he didn’t have any suitable 
number to go on the other side of 
‘The Wreck.’ I asked him if he 
could think of anything for the flip 
side. 

“After a while Dalhart said he 
had at home a manuscript of a song 
written by a cousin of his which 
might do. I told him to bring it 
in. A day or two later he showed 
up with some pencilled notes but no 
music. 

“The manuscript, as he submitted it, 
was a mess. It was only long enough 
to fill about half a record. I told 
him it couldn’t be used as it stood, 
but that I thought it might be fixed 
up to do. 


“He agreed for me to take it home 
with me. I wrote more verses and 
ground out a simple, mournful tune 
to fit the words. 

“When I submitted the finished re- 
sult to Dalhart he was well pleased. 
But,” Nat said, with a touch of 
bitterness, “neither then nor when 
the record became the biggest seller 
ever made up to that time did he 
offer to give me as much as a cigar. 


“We went ahead and recorded both 
sides,” Shilkret continued. “I re- 
member Dalhart’s saying Victor was 
getting a bargain in that record, 
since one side was in the public 
domain and the other was mostly 
written by the company’s musical 
director, so no royalties would have 
to be paid to publishers and compo- 
sers. And that,” Nat summed up, “is 
how ‘The Prisoner’s Song’ came to 
be written and recorded. 


“The original manuscript may have 
been written or copied from some 
source by Dalhart’s cousin, Guy 
Massey, but it was unsalable and

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not worth recording as it stood. Dal- 
hart himself had nothing to do with 
writing it. There would have been 
no ‘Prisoner’s Song’ record if it had 
not been for my altering, editing, 
and adding to the manuscript.” 

That is Nat Shilkret’s statement, 
and he is well known to the musical 
world as a man of scrupulous in- 
tegrity. There are, however, other 
versions of the song’s origin and I 
shall quote them with the intention 
of being fair. 


II: “Old 19427” Sets New Records 


Dalhart’s . Victor record of “The 
Wreck of the Old 97,” which bore 
that never-to-be-forgotten number, 
19427, was nothing like as good as 
his Edison, even though it sported 
a train whistle by way of an inci- 
dental effect. The recording was be- 
low the Edison standard, and the 
singing was not so good. 

In the Diamond Disc, Dalhart sang 
in his natural voice, but in the Vic- 
tor he imitated the nasal sound of 
Henry Whitter’s Okeh record from 
which he had copied the words. Per- 
haps this was done on orders from 
some Victor official, who suspected, 
with considerable reason, that lovers 
of country music prefer a singing- 
through-the-nose effect. 

The record sounded a lot like an 
indigenous hill-billy, but it didn’t 
sound like the former operatic artist, 
Vernon Dalhart. “The Prisoner’s 
Song” was better. The voice quality 
was natural, without nasal tricks, 
and Dalhart sang it with what seem- 
ed siacerity and a genuine sympathy 
for the maudlin lyrics. 

It seems to me “The Prisoner’s 
Song” is a good counter-argument 
to people who insist that the 1920’s 
were a time of nothing but jazz, un- 
restrained gaiety, and wild hysteria, 
done to the accompaniment of a high 
crime rate and unlimited drinking in 
defiance of that terrible ogre, pro- 
hibition. 

Actually the 1920’s were a period 
in which baMads and comic songs 
divided the popular music market 
pretty equally between them, and 
jazz meant little to the average man. 
There was a public for jazz, but it 
was a specialized one confined to 
a small minority. 

As for drinking, any fair survey 
of conditions 30-odd years ago com- 
pared to now would report the per 
capita consumption of liquor under 
prohibition was small compared to 
the amount of booze-h’isting today. 

The crime rate also was much 
lower than nowaday’s, when every 
year sees a new all-time high being 
reached under the “beneficent” in- 
fluence of repeal. 

What a field-day the “wets” of 
1925 would have had if they could 
have reached into the future and 
brought down today’s high alcohol- 
ism rate among both men and wo- 
men and the appalling prevalence of 
juvenile delinquency, and blamed it 
on prohibition! 

Maudlin though the words and mu- 
sic of “The Prisoner’s Song” un- 
doubtedly were, the record struck 


a responsive chord in the public taste 
of the time. The Victor disc, which 
was recorded during hot summer 
weather, sold in astonishing volume 
from the time it was first announced 
in the supplement for November, 
1924. Not that the supplement edi- 
tor, James E. Richardson, gave it 
much of a send-off. He merely said: 
Genuine songs of the Southern moun- 
taineers, given with all their original 
lyric crudeness and their vigorous 
quaint, melody. The fiddle, the guitar, 
and the mouth-organ figure in ac- 
companiment. “The Wreck of the Old 
97”. is not a steamboat, but a railroad 
song, a classic like ‘Casey Jones,’”’ and 
apparently much older. ‘“‘The Prison- 
er’s Song’’ is from the _ hair-brooch 
and weeping-willow period. A Mark 
Twain might describe it. 


Actually, since the wreck described 
in “Casey Jones” occurred three 
years before that of the “Old 97,” the 
former song, in its original folk 
form, is the older of the two. A 
young man, newly arrived from the 
Middle West, who called himself 
“The Kansas Jayhawk,” is said to 
have played the guitar for Dalhart 
in these records. (I have never heard 
who the fiddler was, but it may have 
been Murray Kellner, who played 
with Dalhart for several years). 

The name of the young man from 
Kansas was Carson Robison. Find- 
ing him was the greatest piece of 
good fortune that ever happened to 
Dalhart, aside from his recording 
“The Prisoner’s Song.” 

Even though the supplement de- 
scription was brief, Victor must have 
had considerable hopes for Dalhart’s 
record. It headed the list of popular 
vocal numbers for the month. 

It was placed first despite such 
strong competition as a solo by 
Billy Murray; three duets by Mur- 
ray and Aileen Stanley; “Tea for 
Two,” and “I Want to Be Happy,” 
sung by Helen Clark and Lewis 
James: “Where the Dreamy Wa- 
bash Flows,” and “Follow the Swal- 
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low,” by the Peerless Quartet; “Hard 
Hearted Hannah,” and “Sweet Little 
You,” by Belle Baker; two solos by 
Georgie Price; two by Henry Burr, 
and “How Come You Do Me Like 
You Do?” and “Knock at the Door,” 
by Frank Crumit. 

Imagine any monthly record sup- 
plement of today offering a group 
of such hits! But, even so, it’s likely 
that, in the course of time, the Dal- 
hart record outsold all the others 
combined. 

For good measure, there was also 
one other Dalhart record. No. 19442, 
on which he sang “Go ’Long, Mule.” 
This was a psuedo-hill-billy. Al- 
though generally in the country 
comedy style, it had an orchestra 
accompaniment. 

On the other side, Billy Murray 
and Ed Smalle sang “Way Out West 
in Kansas,” composed by Dalhart’s 
new associate, Carson Robison. It 
was the first song written by Robi- 
son to be recorded. The supplement 
said: 

Two comedy songs that come up to 
the name; even the instruments of the 
orchestra laugh and chuckle. . . Vernon 
Dalhart, aided and abetted by an or- 
chestra, does funny things with the 
tale of a mule in the first number. On 
the reverse side of the record the In- 
ternational Novelty Orchestra gets into 
all sorts of mischief while those clas- 
sic entertainers, Billy Murray and Ed 
Smalle, are doing their best to tell 
you of the charms of being ‘‘Way Out 
West In Kansas.” 


The International Novelty Or- 
chestra, like the Victor Salon group, 
was directed by Nat Shilkret. It is 
rather odd that Murray and Smalle 
were selected to sing “Way Out 
West in Kansas,” for Dalhart, as- 
sisted by Robison on the guitar, re- 
corded it for nearly every company 
except Victor. Too, it is interesting 
to recall that the song on the other 
side, “Go ’Long, Mule,” was the last 
solo record made (for Edison) by 
the pioneer comedian, Arthur Col- 
lins. 





The late Carson Robison who wrote many of Dalhart’s most successful records,

III. “The Prisoner’s Song” 
Becomes a Craze 


As soon as it became obvious that 
radio, which had drastically cut into 
the sale of records, wasn’t keeping 
Victor’s version of “The Prisoner’s 
Song” from becoming the biggest 
selling vocal disc in phonograph his- 
tory, every other company insisted 
on Dalhart’s singing it. 

He also sang “The Wreck of the 
Old 97” for most companies. (An 
exception was Columbia, whose ver- 
sion was by a blind North Carolina 
musician, Ernest Thompson, with a 
high falsetto voice). But Dalhart 
made “The Prisoner’s Song,” under 
several names, for nearly all of Vic- 
tor’s competitors. I recall one ex- 
ception. Columbia issued the number 
by Dalhart under its regular 75-cent 
label, but Irving Kaufman sang it 
on the 50-cent Harmony record also 
made by Columbia. 

A couple of years later the vogue 
of the song still continued, and Victor 
let Reinald Werrenrath, the one-time 
Metropolitan Opera baritone, sing 
the pathetic lament of the “prison- 
er” on a Red Seal record, backed by 
his version of “The Little Old Log 
Cabin in the Lane.” To give an 
honest opinion, Werrenrath didn’t 
sing “The Prisoner’s Song’ nearly 
so well as Dalhart, who is believed 
to have recorded it for 28 or 30 
labels. 

Nor was that all. The dancing 
public began to demand waltz ver- 
sions of the prisoner dirge, and when 
these were made Dalhart sang the 
refrains. The Victor dance number, 
by the International Novelty Orches- 
tra, had one of the greatest all-time 
waltz hits, “After the Ball,” on its 
reverse side, with Henry Burr doing 
the vocal honors. 

“The Prisoner’s Song” mania was 
not confined to this country. It sold 
throughout the English - speaking 
world. British dance bands, such as 
the Savoy Orpheans, recorded it. 

I know of no rational way to ac- 
count for the amazing vogue of “The 
Prisoner’s Song”—a vogue it has 
never entirely lost. It was essentially 
a throwback to the morbid senti- 
mental songs at which Mark Twain 
had poked fun 50 years before, and 
its popularity may have reflected 
a longing for a simpler, if sadder, 
vanished way of life. 

Or it may have been a relatively 
mild example of mass hallucination. 
Certainly, if the words and music 
are critically examined, there is no- 
thing to praise in “The Prisoner’s 
Song.” But, regardless of. lack of in- 
trinsic merit, it made Vernon Dal- 
hart, almost overnight, the most 
important recording artist of his day. 

When Dalhart died, the New York 
Daily News said it was estimated 
25,000,000 copies of his various rec- 
ords of “The Prisoner’s Song” had 
been sold. That figure may not be 
greatly exaggerated when one recalls 
that the record sold not only in this 
country, but that matrices were im- 
ported into the British Isles, India, 
Australia, and New Zealand. 

During much of the second half

of the 1920’s, wherever one went in 
the English-speaking world, the 
chances were good, in city, wilder- 
ness, or jungle, of hearing the re- 
produced voice of Vernon Dalhart 
wailing: “Now if I had wings like 
an angel, over these prison walls I 
would fly—” 


IV. “The Prisoner’s Song” 
Controversy 


Despite his statement that Victor 
was in luck because of having a 
record with two songs in the public 
domain, as soon as Dalhart saw 
what a hit “The Prisoner’s Song” 
was turning out to be, he had it 
copyrighted in the name of his cous- 
in, Guy Massey. Thus the record 
companies were obliged to pay royal- 
ties to the firm which published the 
sheet music. 

It was not long before a contro- 
versy regarding the origin of the 
most popular song of the day was 
in full swing. As the New York 
Herald Tribune death notice said, 
Dalhart told conflicting stories at 
different times. 

At first he said it was written 
by Guy Massey, who lived only long 
enough to collect a small part of 
the royalties. Later he said he wrote 
it himself. 

Nat Shilkret’s side of the con- 
troversy was not generally known 
in those days, but a 1926 issue of a 
formerly popular weekly news maga- 
zine, The Pathfinder, had an inter- 
esting discussion of the subject. After 
saying that “Guy S. Massey, 27-year- 
old sailor-minstrel and ballad writer 
; on his death-bed claimed the 
words as his own,” the article con- 
tinued: 

Readers from all sections of the 
country continue to write us disputing 
Massey’s claim even to the words. 
Apparently the song was written years 
ago and made popular by the sailor- 
minstrel. Mrs. Kate M. Bryan, of Dal- 
las, Tex., who knew the Massey family, 
has this to say on the subject: 

ao. ie think it only fair to tell 
you what I know of Guy Massey and 
the Prison Song. To begin with, he 
had no more to do with either writing 
or discovering the song than you or I.

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The Career and 
Recordings of 
Frederick V. Bowers 


By ALLEN DEBUS 


The twentieth century is now well 
into its third quarter and every year 
makes the “Gay Nineties” seem more 
remote. Yet the music of that era 
has a certain magic quality about it 
which has made it live ever since it 
was written. 

About 40 years ago when all the 
major recording companies were mak- 
ing medleys of the “Songs of the 
Past” they drew most of their ma- 
terial from, the nineties and the ear- 
ly years of the present century. This 
is still the music of the “past” for 
most people. 

The show-people of that age pur- 
sued a different course from those of 
today as well, but there are a few of 
the vaudeville headliners still active. 
One of the few still active is Fred- 
erick V. Bowers. 

He has been a perfomer not only 
since the “Gay Nineties,” but since 
the “Elegant Eighties.” Last sum- 
mer he spent an afternoon with me 
and my family while I took the op- 
portunity to gather the material for 
this article. Looking and acting like 
a man of about 60, one would never 
guess that he made his first profes- 
sional appearance in 1888. 

Actually Frederick Bowers was 
born on June 11, 1874, and in a fam- 
ily of eight children he was the only 
one who succumbed to the lure of 
the theater. His father sent him as 
a child to the New England Conserva- 
tory of Music to learn how to play 
the piano and he still recalls the 
long hours of practice, which he 
hated at the time, but which were 
so important for his later success. 

He was attracted to the local Bos- 
ton vaudeville houses and he remem- 
bers many of the acts of the eighties.

Among them was the act of that 
early recording star, Will F. Denny, 
who used to do an imitation of Tony 
Pastor. 

Bowers sang professionally him- 
self, first at the Windsor Theater in 
Boston on an amateur night where 
he was paid $10. An early printed 
account of his career was published 
in Rice’s Monarch’s of Minstrelsy 
(1911) in which the author wrote: 

“Frederick V. Bowers. The success of 
this young man lies in the fact that he 
is an actor that can act, a singer that 
can sing, and a dancer that can dance; 
truly a rare trinity of theatrical virtues. 
Mr. Bowers sang in the Grace Episcopal 
choir in Boston before starting out on 
his professional career which began at 
Keith’s old theatre (Bijou) in his native 
city in 1888. 

Subsequently he was with Pauline Hall 
in “Puritana,’’ ‘‘Niobe,’’ “Prodigal Fa- 
ther,” and other first class companies. 
In 1893 he joined Charles Horwitz, and 
as Horwitz and Bowers for five years 
played the cream of the vaudeville houses 
singing their compositions of which Mr. 
Bowers wrote the music: among the 
best known were ‘Always,’ ‘‘Wait,”’ 
“Because,’”’ and ‘‘When I Think of You.” 

Mr. Bower’s first minstrel engagement 
was with the Cleveland Company, others 
were Frank veshman’s, Dockstader’s in 
1903, and ~ n H. West’s (Ricaby’s) 
in 1905. was subsequently two 
seasons wit McIntyre and Heath in 
“The Ham Tree,’’ followed by as many 
seasons in vaudeville in his offering 
“College Days.’’ As a reader of songs 
Mr. Bowers has no superior in present 
day theatricals.” 


Bowers recalls that it was while 
he was playing in Milwaukee in “The 
Prodigal Son.” that he met Charles 
K. Harris who had just written his 
greatest song, “After the Ball.” He 
in turn, recognized young Bowers’ 
talents, introduced him to Charles 
Horwitz. They got Horwitz a job 
with the traveling company, and the 
team of Horwitz and Bowers was 
founded. 

This was one of the great song 
writing and vaudeville teams of the 
nineties, and together they turned 
out some of the most popular bal- 
lads of that era. Their first effort 
though was a now-forgotten topical 
song titled “It’s a Long Time Com- 
ing.” But it was only a few years 
later that Fred Bowers turned out 
one of his biggest hits, “Lucky Jim” 
(1896). 

This song was an enormous suc- 
cess and it still is extremely pop- 
ular on the continent. The current 
best-selling novel, “Lucky Jim” is 
prefaced with a stanza from this 
song. This song was written at Sara- 
toga, N. Y., and Mr. Bowers re- 
lates how the great Dan Dailey sang 
it to encore after encore in that 
smash musical of the late nineties, 
“The Belle of New York.” 

Two years later they had another 
hit song, “Because I Love You.” This 
number was played for Queen Vic- 
toria in a command performance by 
Arthur Pryor with Sousa’s Band. 
Steve Gilman tells me that Pryor ac- 
tually recorded this selection for Ber- 
liner and it would be an interesting 
disc to turn up, but to date, I have 
only heard it on a brown wax cylin- 
der by J. J. Fisher. In 1899 they 
turned out “Always,” another big hit, 
and in following years they had suc- 
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FREDERICK V, BOWERS, as he ap- 
peared in the early days of his career.

cesses like “Wait,” and “When I 
Think of You.” 

In the early years of the new cen- 
tury Fred Bowers was featured with 
most of the important minstrel shows 
of the time. The Harvard Theatrical 
Collection has preserved a program 
for Dockstader’s Minstrels, then play- 
ing at the Grand Opera House for 
the week of Sept. 18, 1903. The stars 
of the show included such well-re- 
membered names as Dockstader him- 
self, Neil O’Brien, Fred Bowers, Har- 
ry Ellis, Manuel Romaine, and Har- 
ry Spencer. 

The only one of these stars who 
never recorded was the famed Neil 
O’Brien. To give you an idea of the 
offerings, Manuel Romaine sang “I 
Loved You Once, I Scorn You Now,” 
and “In Old Ireland, Meet Me There.” 
Fred Bowers was featured with

Doll Houses Displayed 
At Rochester, N.Y. 
Museum 


By B. H. LEFFINGWELL 


Fifty doll houses from the large 
collection of Mrs. Homer Strong of 
Rochester, N. Y., were put on dis- 
play April 5th in the Hall of Cul- 
tural History at the Rochester Mu- 
seum of Arts and Sciences. The 
houses cover a wide range in style 
and period. 

They begin with a 17th century 
replica, in wood and copper, of the 
chateau in France where Louis XVI 
and Marie Antoinette were appre- 
hended in their flight from the Tui- 
leries at the beginning of the French 
Revolution, 1784. They carry through 
a period of two centuries, including 
the houses in the so-called Victorian 
style. 

The little French chateau, with 
its copper shingles, fancy storm- 
drains, two tall chimneys, and a fire- 
place in each room, brings back the 
tragedy of a King and Queen try- 
ing to flee their country and their 
enemies. 

The King was recognized as he 
sat proudly in his coach. A_ small 
town official identified him from his 
profile on a gold coin which the 
official held in his hand. 

The King and Queen were re- 
turned to their castle.*Later they 
were sent to Paris. After Janguish- 
ing in prison for two years, they 
were executed on the guillotine. 

Had the Queen not insisted on 
taking an elaborate and luxurious 
toilet case with her, and her maids, 
and had she not worn a lavish cos- 
tume under a_none-too-concealing 
cape, perhaps Louis and his Queen 
could have escaped and reached se- 
curity in another country. 

Doll houses from Germany, Italy, 
England, France, and the United 
States are included in the exhibi- 
tion. This is a very small selection 
from what is undoubtediy the lar- 
gest collection in the world. 

Mrs. Strong began about 10 years 
ago with one doll house, her own 
as a child, which in turn had been 
played with by her daughter. It then 
became the nucleus of the collection. 

Most of the houses are complete 
with furnishings of the period. Their 
soft lights and bright colored ob- 
jects are all suitable to the type 
of house in which they are exhibited. 

While European doll houses of the 
16th and 17th centuries are known, 
most of them are found in European 
museums. American collections date 
from the 1880’s to the First World 
War. Several European museums 
have elaborate doll nouses that are 
really more like cabinets, with rooms

divided off and furnished from cel- 
lar to attic. 

In the 18th century English ar- 
chitects designed doll houses similar 
to actual houses being built. Some- 
times they were even exact copies 
of an owner’s mansion-house. 

In Holland the rich burghers often 
had artisans construct actual rep- 
licas of the elaborate mansions they 
lived in. These were complete with 
silver, wood, crockery, glass, and 
silk furnishings. 

Some of these rare houses are on 
view today for travelers who can 
visit the European museums. They 
cost thousands of dollars. Probably 
they were more “show pieces” than 
actual toys for children to play with. 

The facades were hinged and 
opened to reveal the inner rooms, 
from the cellar to the attic. All fur- 
nishings were made on miniature 
scale by highly trained artisans. 
These furnishings are now worth 
their weight in gold. 

By the 1830’s Germany and Eng- 
land were producing in their toy 
factories, beautifully constructed doll 
houses, both simple and lavish. Some 


had only three walls, and no ceiling. 
They folded up, resembling a stage 
setting. The paintings, tapestries, 
and mirrors were attached to the 
walls. 

Elaborate shops, millinery, food, 
and fashions were displayed in them. 
Theatres had changeable scenery 
and actors that could be moved about. 
Churches and even zoos were com- 
plete with trees and animals. Noth- 
ing seems to have been omitted. 

Considerable ingenuity was ex- 
pended on these productions. Prob- 
ably only the rich children ever saw 
them. They were brought home by 
traveling parents and grandparents, 
from the large European cities, and 
from expositions which were held 
thru-out Central Europe. 

Some houses contained as few as 
four rooms. Others had elaborate 3- 
story arrangements, with central 
hall and stairs, and larger or smal- 
ler rooms on each sids. Windows 
slid up, elevators worked, kitchens 
even had wall lava-box which gave 
forth real water when a spigot was 
turned. The china or metal stoves

were intended more for ornament 
than actual use. 

England produced beautiful, ar- 
chitecturally perfect houses, prob- 
ably sold in statiouers stores and 
toy marts. America produced exqui- 
site Victorian doll houses in the’80’s 
and ’90’s which duplicated many of 
the elaborate houses then being built 
in this country. 

We find single or double porches, 
fancy woodwork trim, and _ over- 
hanging verandas or balconies. All 
the ornate designs of the period, are 
here, all gayly painted in bright, 
sunshine colors. ; 

Of particular interest, according 
to the Museum’s curator of history, 
Mrs. Gladys Reid Holton, are the 
doll houses made by the R. Bliss 
Mfg. Co. These are Victorian houses 
and were the first commercially made 
doll houses in America, dating from 
1895. The design of the houses was 
lithographed on paper and then past- 
ed over wood. Quite a few of these 
doll houses are featured in the dis- 
play and reflect the ornate and fan- 
cy that typified the Victorian era. 

These houses generally contain 
two, four, or six rooms. They came 
completely equipped with delicately 
designed furniture, mirrors, rugs, 
and lighting fixtures “of the pe- 
riod,” just like the actual houses 
from which they were inspired. 

Few have been found with the 
original price tag. I believe they cost 
from $4 or $5 up to $25, and pos- 
sibly higher for the more elaborate 
specimens. Today, they begin at 
about $25 and go up into the hun- 
dreds of dollars. 

Often loving parents would make 
a doll house at home in the cellar 
for a birthday or Christmas gift. 
Some of these range from about 2 
feet square, to as large as 4 and 
5 feet, with from eight to 15 or 20 
rooms. 
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Stairways, halls, attics, kitchens, 
and carriage rooms abound. Fur- 
nishings could be bought at the 
store. Or they were home-made if 
time and skill permitted. 

Throughout New England many 
houses were made and displayed on 
the lawn or roof for ornament. The 
Strong collection has wonderful ex- 
amples of outdoor houses, churches, 
and barns. An old mill has a water 
wheel. There is even a Wild West 
fort with stockade. 

These little houses give us a won- 
derful chance today to study the 
fads and fashions of long gone pe- 
riods. The details of architecture are 
faithful copies of actual houses in 
many cases, Furnishings to match 
the houses were sometimes made by 
expert workmen hired for the pur- 
pose. 

Furnishings followed the styles in 
vogue at the time. There were com- 
plete dinner settings for tables, and 
colorful replicas of cakes, roasts, 
fruit, and desserts. There were chan- 
deliers and candelabras, rugs and 
carpets, paintings, mirrors and scon- 
ces. That so many specimens have 
survived the passing of time, fragile 
as they are, is indeed a miracle. 

The Strong collection of doll hous- 
es now numbers well over 300 speci- 
mens. All are completely furnished. 
Many extra boxes of furnishings 
await the arrival of other houses to 
be added to the collection. 

The lamps and lighting fixtures 
from the 1850 to the 1890 period are 
particularly interesting. They help 
in determining the age of some of 
the larger specimens found in an- 
tique shops today. 

Occasionally a doll house with its 
original furnishings is found in a 
long forgotten storage room or attic 
and brought to light. Some lack their 
entire furnishings. These have to 
be refitted from supplies bought and 
saved for such emergencies. Suitable 
scale and period fittings require con- 
siderable study to make the rooms 
as authentic as possible to the period. 

The present exhibition of about 
50 houses will remain on _ view 
through late September. Anyone 
traveling east should welcome the 
opportunity to view this beautiful 
display. 

The soft lighting shows the old 
colors to advantage. Many houses 
have stands or tables built to bring 
them to eye level. Others could be 
carried from room to room, or even 
folded up and put away in their 
boxes. 

Modern children stand in awe and 
delight before the display. They stu- 
dy the houses carefully and talk about 
the various tiny furnishings and 
dolls that occupy some of the rooms. 

In commenting on the doll house 
display, Museum Director W. Steph- 
en Thomas pointed out that “social 
history, as revealed in the architec- 
ture and interior furnishings of 
these miniature dwellings, reflects 
the serious and adult world of the 
parents of the little girls who once 
furnished, played with, and treas- 
ured the small houses.’ 


The opening ceremonies, spon- 
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sored by the Women’s Council of the 
Museum Association, served refresh- 
ments. Mrs. Flora Gill Jacobs of 
Chevy Chase, Md., the author of “A 
History of Doll Houses,” came to 
Rochester and spoke about the histo- 
ry and romantic interest of the col- 
lection. She also showed colored slides 
of her own doll houses and furnish- 
ings. 

The two books recommended to 
readers who want to study this fas- 
cinating subject, are the above men- 
tioned Jacobs book, and “English 
Dolls’ Houses,” by Vivien Greene. 
Both have hundreds of absorbing 
illustrations and information about 
doll houses and their history and 
furnishings.

DOLL ARTISTS’ 
SEMINAR 


By CLARA H. FAWCETT 


It is generally agreed that one of 
the nicest things about doll collecting 
is the friendship it engenders, and 
when the annual convention of the 
United Federation of Doll Clubs 
takes place, bringing collectors to- 
gether from all parts of the country, 
there is the opportunity for creative 
doll artists to get together and ex- 
change ideas. With this in mind, 
Mrs. Bradford Crocker of Ellenton, 
Fla., doll costume designer of un- 
usual merit, meeting at the Kansas 
City, 1959, convention with other 
artists, invited them to her home 
for a ten day seminar in which they 
would exchange ideas and start cre- 
ating new dolls. 

Those participating were Mrs. 
Martha Mills of Chicago, IIl., cre- 
ator of the dolls called “Little People 
of Drury Lane;” Mrs. Cecile Durham 
of Tampa, Fla., sculptor and also 
operator of a ceramic supply house; 
Fawn Zeller of Inverness, Fla., whose 
fine portrait dolls (see illustration) 
are full of character; Christine Gor- 
man, known from coast to coast as 
a teacher in all phases of doll work 
—sculpture, wood carving, wig mak- 
ing, etc., and whose finished product 
has won acclaim in many doll shows; 
Mrs. Helen Hansen of Lake Worth, 
Fla., designer of doll patterns; and 
Miss Magge Head of Cedar Rapids, 
Ia., best known for her colored char- 
acters and charming pixies, and 
whose fascinating “Dusky Madonna 
and Babe” recently won for her the 
coveted Freddy Award. 


The seminar is not an organiza- 
tion and has no officers. Each year 
it must be sponsored anew by one 
of the original seven members. It 
will be attended by invitation only, 
and its sole purpose is for the plea- 
sure which will be derived by the 
association of kindred spirits in the 
world of dolls. 

The seminar, which lasted ten 
days, brought to each member not 
only a wealth of information on 
their favorite hobby, gleaned one 
from the other, but a warm feeling 
of comradeship. Each member had 
something unique to contribute. 


Helen Hansen taught the use of 
the pantograph for doll patterns. 
Fawn Zeller (see illustration) gave 
away trade secrets of her self-taught 
work in porcelain. Christine Gorman 
taught wig-making, papier mache 
work, anatomy and sculpture. Mrs. 
Durham supplied names of distribu- 
tors of ceramic materials and lent 
herself to every task no matter how 
menial. 

Mrs. Mills and Mrs. Crocker la- 
bored long over every task that made 
the workshop an ideal place in which 
to create. (Those who have seen Mrs. 
Crocker’s costume for the portrait 
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Christine Gorman begins a_ portrait

doll of Queen Elizabeth II, which took 
600 hours to create will not forget 
its magnificence). Magge Head made 
molds of the hands of Christine Gor- 
man and Fawn Zeller to be used on 
the life-sized figures of Rachel Jack- 
son and Sarah York Jackson to be 
shown in the Hermitage Museum by 
the Ladies Hermitage Association in 
Nashville, Tenn. The figures will 
wear costumes worn by the ladies 
they represent during the Jackson 
administration. 


Magge Head has recently complet- 
ed a museum of dioramas and a life- 
size figure of Andrew Jackson. She 
has also created 24 elves to accom- 
pany a story book for children. 


It may surprise the uniniated to 
know how many portrait artists of 
real merit have turned their atten- 
tion to the creation of dolls. Many 
more fine artists will undoubtedly 
join the seminar in years to come. 
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DOLL MUSEUM 
IN NEW JERSEY 

For a time, a woman in Egg Har- 
bor City, N. J., with an unusual 
collection of dolls was given to de- 
livering lectures. As illustration to 
her talks she toted along several of 
her prizes, but this couldn’t continue 
forever. Many were valuable and 
delicate, and the constant packing 
would be sure to lead, in time, to 
damage. What to do? We imagine 
that she talked it over with her hus- 
band and that together they reached 
their rather unusual solution. His 
collection of mechanical banks which 
had been exhibited in several real, 
working banks in the city, added a 
lively dash to the woman’s doll col- 
lection. Together they practically 
had a museum. Why not house it as 
such? In 1958 their combined collec- 
tions were moved to a private mu- 
seum adjoining their home.

Mrs. Kears has quite a large collection of twin dolls. A few are shown here. 
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who are careful to make appoint- 
ments ahead of time and who pay 
the minimum fee, get their money’s 
worth in the two hour tour. 

Mechanical dolls are interesting al- 
ways. Here there are many. Of par- 
ticular interest is a mysterious belle 
of the 1890’s. Besides a fur hat and 
muff she carries a rose, and at the 
turn of a key she inhales deeply of 
the flower several times and then 
conceals it in her muff. 

Of course, there are fashion dolls 
also. Their original clothes are worn 
whenever possible. Even when they 
are too worn for display the new 
clothes are fitted over the old. They 
are moth proofed twice a year and 
most are displayed under glass. 

There is a circus in the museum, 
too. In a doll house, fashioned like 
a barn you find it, complete with 
animals and trainers. 

One would almost think that this 
were enough but it is only the be- 
ginning of the collection belonging 
to Mrs. C. Raymond Kears. 

There seem to be dolls of every 
make and description. They are of 
wood, wax, bisque, china, composi- 
tion, papier mache, cloth and metal. 
All of them, too, are dressed accord- 
ing to the period and country from 
which they come. There are repres- 
entatives of many countries of the 
world and of many sizes. Represent- 
ing the two extremes of size are 
a modern doll the size of a needle’s 
eye and on the other hand one of 
about 48 inches in height. 

There are musical dolls, too—hu- 
mans and animals playing away on 
their instruments. 

Lovers of miniaturia are charmed 
by a 16 foot doll house incredibly 
complete in detail. For the conveni- 
ence of the tiny dolls who inhabit 
the mansion are a wine cellar, a 
dining room, table completely set 
(silver, goblets, and all) for a for- 
mal dinner, a telephone, a den fur- 
nished with a bar for the man of 
the house, and even dishes in the 
kitchen sink for the cook in his 
chef’s hat to wash. One could imag- 
ine, too, that the tiny gardener would 
be delighted with the shrubs and 
vines on the outside of the house. 


By far the greatest part of the 
collection, however, is given over to 
dolls not tricky in any sense. These 
are the dolls of beauty, gathered 
from all over the world, and there 
are about 700 of them. Mrs. Kears 
is proud of her collection and with 
good reason.

Fabulous Doll Collection 


Over 1,000 early dolls have been 
collected by Mrs. W. A. Wagner of 
Detroit, Mich., past president of the 
Detroit chapter of Doll Collectors of 
America. She has been collecting 
dolls for 25 years. 

These dolls represent practically 
a complete evolution of authentic 
dolls from the latter part of the 17th 
century. “Completing the evolution 
has been our Number 1 hobby, my 
husband’s and mine,” said Mrs. 
Wagner. 

The dolls are of almost every kind 
of material: wax, papier-mache, 
wood, composition, rubber, china, 


brass, tin, cork, rawhide, parian, kid 
leather, celluloid, ete. 

Recently the Wagners obtained 
from Scotland a very fine collection 
of 42 very early dolls dating from 
1710 to 1820. The collection was 
owned by the late Lady Rather- 
mere. Among them is a pedlar doll 
presented to Her Majesty Queen 
Victoria in 1851. 

The outstanding doll of the col- 
lection is an Italian court doll which 
was retained by one family in Eng- 
land for over 200 years before com- 
ing to the Wagners a few years ago.

A number of the clocks of Ben- 
jamin Vulliamy are still in the col- 
lections of Buckingham™~Palace and 
Windsor Castle. However, one of 
his most important works has been 
lost for over a century. This was 
the Clock and Wind dial which he 
constructed for King George IV at 
a cost of 600 pounds. ; 

Benjamin Vulliamy kept pace with 
the current styles in furniture. When 
the influences of Sheraton and Chip- 
pendale made themselves felt in furn- 
iture design, Vulliamy’s clock cases 
reflected the trend of increased de- 
coration. 

He utilized classic figures by Dues- 
bury and medallions produced by 
Josiah Wedgwood. He even occasion- 
ally ventured to use marble statuary.

Benjamin Vulliamy was the first 
member of his family to be associa- 
ted with the Worshipful Company 
of Clock-makers, and in 1781 he was 
admitted as an Honorary Freeman. 
Like his father and grandfather be- 
fore him, he received the Royal War- 
rant. 

Benjamin married a Swiss girl 
named Sarah de Ginsgins and they 
had 12 children. From about 1792 
until his death he became increas- 
ingly preoccupied with the develop- 
ment and care of his real estate, 
and devoted less time to his business. 

He purchased the major part of 
the Norland Estate at Notting Hill 
Gate and made many improvements. 
Because good water was not avail- 
able on the premises, Vulliamy ex- 
perimented with water supply. 

He had a well drilled to a depth 
of 261 feet, which was a major ac- 
complishment in his time. The well 
achieved national note as the first 
artesian well to be sunk in England. 

Benjamin Vulliamy died on Christ- 
mas Day, 1811. He was succeeded 
in business by his son, Benjamin 
Lewis Vulliamy. Born in January, 
1780, Benjamin Lewis went to work 
in his father’s firm at an early 
age, and he also received the Royal 
Warrant after his father’s death. 

When Benjamin Lewis Vulliamy 


died in 1854, his family had held

Before getting into the subject 
matter of this month’s article, there 
is an addition to be made to the two- 
part article on Calendar Clocks and 
Watches which appeared in the May 
and June issues fhis year. _ 

In the second part of the article, 
appearing in June, I mentioned the 
fact that The Ithaca Calendar Clock 
Company, in addition to the many 
known models made, a skeleton clock 
which is so rare that I have never 
seen one. Since the article appeared, 
Mr. Charles Erreger of Syracuse, N. 
Y. has very kindly sent me a photo- 
graph of the skeleton clock and it is 
shown herewith as Illustration No. 1. 

The case appears to be about 21 
inches high and has clear glass in 


all sides so that the clock is vis-- 


ible from all directions. IJ have seen 
English skeleton clocks cased in a 
similar manner. This clock, itself, 
however, bears little resemblance to 
the traditional skeleton clock. 

A part of Mr. Erreger’s letter per- 
tains to this clock and is quite in- 
teresting: “No, they are not for sale, 
but perhaps you can get some ideas 
about the Ithaca clock. The case has 
glass on the four sides, and is ma- 
hogany and ebony. 

“The pendulum is not suspended 
by a string, but hooks on an eye 
that swings on the shaft that holds 





the verge. It does not keep good 
time, so I believe it was a display 
clock, or possibly a salesman’s sam- 
ple, for the pendulum can be un- 
hooked and the clock carried around. 
It is apt to gain or lose one half 
hour between windings, or to keep 
good time.” 

I am deeply grateful to Mr. Er- 
reger for taking the trouble to give 
me this good photograph and the 
information contained in his letter. 
Incidentally, am somewhat sur- 
prised by Mr. Erreger’s comments 
on the time-keeping qualities, or lack 
of them, of his clock. The Ithaca 
clocks I have known have substan- 
tial movements in them and are quite 
satisfactory in this respect. 

While still on this subject, it is 
very interesting to note that, with 
the June Bulletin of the National 
Association of Watch and Clock Col- 
lectors, Inc., there was enclosed a 
pamphlet of 80 pages titled “The 
Life and Death of the Ithaca Calen- 
dar Clock Company.” 

This highly informative pam- 
phlet was written and distributed by 
James W. Gibbs of Philadelphia, a 
distinguished collector and _ student, 
and First Vice-President of The Na- 
tional Association. I am taking this 
opportunity to offer congratulations 
to Mr. Gibbs for a thorough and

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very fine contribution to the litera- 
ture on American clock-makers. 
Now to the 17th century clock 
which is the subject of this article. 
Some months ago, at an antiques 
auction sale, I discovered an old 
clock movement that caught and 
held my attention. Under the cir- 
cumstances, I could not examine it 
thoroughly, but nevertheless, I could 
see enough to arouse my interest. 


It was in rather poor condition. 
The pendulum was missing, and 
there was only one weight to be 
found. The internal mechanism, how- 
ever, appeared to be intact and in 
reasonably good condition. I was 
able to buy the clock and take it 
along home with me. 

Close examination of the movement 
brought to light the fact that the 
mechanical design of almost every 
segment of it was different from any- 
thing I had ever seen before. This 
is most unusual. 

Almost all clocks, from the very 
earliest ones to those of comparative- 
ly modern manufacture, follow much 
the same basic mechanical design, 
the main differences being in the 
quality of workmanship and the ar- 
rangement of the parts in accordance 
with the ideas of the particular 
maker involved. This clock does not 
fall into any such category at all. 


Illustration No. 2 shows this clock 
hung on the wall with the dial, hands, 
weights, and pendulum in place, while 
Illustration No. 3 shows the move- 
ment only, with the dial and hands 
removed. Unfortunately, this _pic- 
ture is not as clear as [ had hoped 
to get, but it will help to point out 
some of the uniqueiy different me- 
chanical features. 


The escapement is crown wheel 
and verge, and the crown wheel can 
be seen in the upper lef€“hand cor- 
ner of the picture. It is placed about 
three inches to the left of the cen- 
ter line of the movement, and the 
crown wheel is upside-down; that is, 
the teeth are on the under side of 
the wheel, and the verge works 
across the under side of the wheel. 


The verge arbor is set in perma- 
nent pivot holes, and adjustment of 
the verge pallets against the crown 
wheel must be made by raising or 
lowering the crown wheel arbor by 
means of a set screw in the potence. 
The verge pallets, instead of being 
flat and shallow, stand up like wings 
from the verge arbor, and are half 
an inch long. 


Attached to the back end 
of the verge arbor, outside the back 
plate, there is a rigid pendant arm 
dropping down about six inches, flat- 
tened at the lower end, and with a 
small hole through it. This was quite 
puzzling since this small arm could 
not possibly serve as a pendulum, 
and there was no way to hang a 
longer pendulum in line with this 
arm so that it could serve as a 
crutch. 


At the back edge of the top plate 
there was a cupulo-shaped part, 
Standing about two inches above the

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Penny Pineapple Bank 


By F. H. GRIFFITH 





The collector of mechanical banks, as well as the 
general public, will be interested in the news that we 
bring you at this time. This news has to do with a 
new mechanical bank that is not only attractive but also 
has the added desirable feature of being a _ historical 
item. Penny Pineapple is the bank, and she has put in 
her appearance to commemorate the occasion of the cele- 
bration of the addition of our 50th State, Hawaii, and 
the addition of the 50th Star to our Flag. 

Penny Pineapple is similar in operation to a number 
of the bust type of mechanical banks such as Humpty 
Dumpty. When any coin up to and including a 50-cent 
piece is placed in her right hand she is ready for action. 
A lever located to the rear of the left shoulder is pressed 
and she raises her right hand to her mouth and swallows 
the coin. At the same time her tongue recedes and she 
rolls her eyes upward in appreciation. Releasing the 
lever returns the arm, tongue, and eyes to the position 
shown in the picture. 

Credit for this decorative mechanical bank goes to 
Thomas M. Imswiler of West Chester, Penna., who 
thought up the idea more or less on the spur of the 
moment. He designed the bank and holds the patent 
rights. The original model was made by Charles E. 
Rabenstine of the Littlestown Pattern Works of Littles- 
town, Penna. Mr. Imswiler has formed a partnership 
with Alvin N. Saylor of York, Penna., and together they 


have formed the concern of Imswiler & Saylor. They 
are producing the first 500 of the Penny Pineapple 
Banks with the designation “1st Run Of 500” imprinted 
on the base plate. In addition to this the date of July 
4, 1960 is imprinted across the back of the initial 500 
banks. Any subsequent banks produced will.not bear 
either of these designations. Among other plans Im- 
swiler & Saylor intend to have one of the banks presented 
to Governor William F. Quinn of Hawaii during the 
period of the celebration of Hawaii becoming our 50th 
State and the 50th Star on the Flag. 

Penny Pineapple is a well made cast iron mechanical 
bank and the molding and foundry work is being done by 
a concern who formerly made some still banks and have 
some experience in the field. The bank is painted in very 
attractive bright colors. The face is a tan color with 
some red highlighting on the cheeks, the eyebrows are 
outlined in black, and she has blue eyes. Her lips and 
tongue are bright red and the teeth are white. The back 
of her head has the texture and appearance of a pine- 
apple and the leaves atop her head are green. On the 
front of her chest is a large yellow five-pointed star 
and this star has ‘50th’ in black raised letters thereon. 
She has a blue collar and blue sleeves and the striping 
across the front and back of her blouse is in red and 
white. Across the back is inscribed the name “Penny 
Pineapple” in raised letters. 

The bank is priced at $15.50 plus postage and 
anyone desiring one of them can contact the writer should 
they so choose. 

In closing the writer might explain that in the or- 
dinary routine surrounding the collecting of mechanical 
banks he would have no particular interest in writing 
about any banks that are of current manufacture. How- 
ever, Penny Pineapple does have historical significance 
and in time will in all probability become a collector’s 
item and thus he feels that it is important enough to 
bring to the attention of HOBBIES’ readers.

Mosques & 
Monuments 


By GRACE KALER 


The mosque, Islam’s house of wor- 
ship, is the most representative of 
Mohammedan buildings. Certain 
mosques, called madrasahs, serve as 
religious colleges. Islam, the young- 
est of the great universal religions 
was founded by Mohammed. It now 
reaches half way around the world. 

A mosque can be recognized from 
some distance by its minarets—slen- 
der towers or turrets with one or 
more balconies. Because Mohammed 
did not like the sound of ringing 
bells, the call to prayer is announced 
by the voice of a muezzin calling 
from one of the minaret baleonies— 
rather in the rhythm of an old Gre- 
gorian chant. 

Inside a mosque une sees the 
mihrab, a prayer niche which indi- 
cates the direction of Mecca. There 
is also the minbar, an elaborate ele- 
vated chair from which scriptures of 
the Koran are read. 


In the early days of the seventh 
century, when the Moslems  con- 
quered a town in Syria, they usu- 
ally transformed one of the churches 
into a mosque. Existing buildings 
were utilized in Persia also. In Meso- 
potamia (Iraq), however, the Arabs, 
built new towns—where earlier build- 
ings were nonexistent. 

Two of the new towns in Mesopo- 
tamia were Basra and Kufa, and it 
is apparently here that Moslem ar- 
chitecture really began to make 
progress. The mosque at this time 
was the place of assembly where de- 
cisions affecting the Islamic society 
were made. 

The mosques of Egypt were gener- 
ally constructed of coarse materials 
—bricks with a coat of plaster. They 
were decorated with paintings, and 
the ornamentation was elegant in 
its gildings and elaborate details. 

‘In contrast, the mosques of Sy- 
ria—particularly those of Jerusalem 
and Damascus—were built of preci- 
ous materials, covered with mosaics, 
metal-work, marble, even elaborate 
enamels. The bronze doors, the gold 
domes, and the marble columns with 
golden capitals were as much a part 
of the building as they were decora- 
tion. 

The Dome of the Rock in Jerusa- 
lem (688 A.D.) is the earliest exist- 





ing monument of Moslem architec- 
ture. Displaying the usual elaborate 
style, each of four doorways is dec- 
orated with sheet copper or bronze, 
worked in rich repousse in a varie- 
ty of designs. 

These designs include vine scrolls, 
vine leaves, bunches of grapes, and 
acanthus scrolls. The raised parts of 
the design are gilt, against painted 
background of black and light green. 

The interior is of exceptional 
splendor, with the glittering luster 
of marble paneling, marble pillars 
enhanced with gold, and mosaics— 
green, blue, gold, and mother-of- 
pearl. Great arches are ornamented 
with glistening mosaics. 

The ninth, 10th, and 11th centu- 
ries were the golden age of Islam. 
Influenced by the Greco-Roman, By- 
zantine, and Persian heritage. Mo- 
hamedanism evolved a brilliant cul- 
ture of its own. 

Art, philosophy, and poetry flour- 
ished. Mathematics and medicine ad- 
vanced. Moslem architects created 
master-works like the Great Mosque 
of Cordova, Spain, which was the 
center of Islam in the West. 

The interior of this mosque was 
richly adorned with semi-precious 
stones and colored marble columns 
Its 19 isles—with 83 bays to each 
isle—were approached by 19 solid 
bronze doors. The Great Mosque of 
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Cordova was larger than any Chris- 
‘ian cathedral. 

An early Mohammedan monument 
n Kudus, Central Java, is a majes- 
tic Minaret, from which the muez- 
in calls the faithful to prayer. It 
is constructed of red bricks and is 
decorated with “pottery dishes” in 
the manner of some Balinese build- 
ings. This type of decoration is de- 
rived from the medallions of East 
Javanese temples. 

Nearly all Persian mosques were 
decorated with enameled earthen- 
ware, and in the 14th and 15th cen- 
turies the Persian potters began to 
produce work of the highest qual- 
ity. In the 16th century this art was 
perfected, and it was applied to bor- 
der ornaments, friezes, walls, domes, 
and cornices. 

Window-panes also formed an es- 
sential element of decoration, with 
their marquetry of wood and preci- 
ous metal, and friezes of plaster or 
stucco, molded and sculptured. Later 
on Venetian glass was used. 

The Gauhar Shad Mosque, and the 
adjoining Shrine of the Imam Reza 
in Persia’s holy city of Meshed, are 
perhaps the most beautiful Moslem 
buildings left in the world. The 
Shrine dome of plated gold was the 
work of the great monarch, Shah 
Abbas (1587-1629), and was built in 
1607. The Shrine has a pair of min- 
arets plated with gold and a grand 
gilded portico. 

The dome of the Gauhar Shad 
Mosque is blue—the shade changing 
with the hour, as does the ocean. 
Yellow arabesques on the blue dome 
are outlined in black. This blue mira- 
cle was designed by an architect 
from Shiraz in the 15th century. 

In the great court of the Gauhar 
Shad Mosque there is beautiful tile 
work in tones of blue—gentian and 
sapphire and lapis lazuli—forming 
designs of flowering and interlacing 
letters, with other patterns of cal- 
ligraphy in white and yellow on a 
ground of sapphire; also white Ku- 
fic interlacings on darker morning- 
glory blue. 

Perhaps the greatest glory of 
Persian art is its color. In Meshed 


? 


even the donkeys wear necklaces of 
bright blue beads. 

Imam Reza was the eighth Imam 
(leader) of the Shiahs, who repres- 
ented a Persian variation of Mo- 
hammedanism. Four magnificent 
monuments—each having a gold dome 
—represent the four great points of 
pilgrimage for the Shiahs. 

There monvments are the Shrine 
of the Imam Reza in Meshed, and the 
Shrine of Fatima, sister of the Imam 
Reza, at Qom. Next to Meshed, Qom 
is the holiest city in Persia. An un- 
forgettable feature of the Shrine of 
Fatima is the immense cut glass arch 
framing the entrance. The other two 
monuments are in Iraq. 

Isfahan, on the western edge of 
the Persian plateau, had its period 
of greatest glory in the 17th cen- 
tury, after Shah Abbas the Great 
made it the capitol of his kingdom. 
Monumental pigeon towers of dried 
mud, with brick balustrade~, stand 
in the fields of the fertile plain sur- 
rounding the city. 

The highest point of Persian art 
seems to be realized in the Blue 
Mosque of the Shah of Isfahan, lo- 
cated at the south end of the ar- 
caded Maidan or Great Square. The 
Blue Mosque is completely covered— 
every inch of it, inside and out 
—with blue tiles. 

The arabesque panels in tile-work 
resemble those on the finest and 
most precious Persian carpets. This 
particular mosque is given an addi- 
tional] point of interest in the angle 
at which it is built, in order to meet

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THE MODERN 
WOODCUT 


The Newark Museum’s first im- 
portant print exhibition of recent 
years, The Modern Woodcut: East 
and West, opened on Saturday, June 
18, presenting a survey of the wood- 
cut and its development during the 
20th century. American, European 
and Japanese woodcut artists are 
represented in the exhibition, with 
a special memorial section devoted 
to the work of the late Luigi Rist, 
well-known Newark printmaker who 
died in 1959. The exhibition will 
continue until September 18. 

While the Newark Museum’s ex- 
hibition is concerned primarily with 
the present period, it includes works 
by Paul Gauguin and Edvard Munch, 
who did much to revive this art 
form at the end of the 19th century. 
The Modern Woodcut shows how the 
subsequent growth of expressionism 
was influenced by these two men, 
and how their work, together with 
the Japanese woodcut tradition, re- 
sulted in further exploration of the 
medium by contemporary artists. 

Emphasis within the exhibition is 
on the German artists, and includes 
examples of several groups: The 
“Brucke” school is represented by 
works of Kirchner, Heckel, Nolde and 
Pechstein; the “Blaue Reiter” move- 
ment by woodcuts of Kollwitz, Rohles, 
Barlach, and Marcks, by Franz Marc, 
the Russian Kandinsky and _ the 
Dutch artist Campendonk. 

The fauves, are represented by 
Dufy, Vlamirck and Matisse, with 
some of their strongly decorative 
woodcuts. Other European woodcuts 
include a poster by Picasso, a print 
by the pioneer Swiss woodcut artist, 
Vallotton, and one by the Italian 
sculptor, Mirko, together with a few 
examples of work by French and 
Mexican artists. 

The American section includes 
works by conservative artists, such 
as Rockwell Kent, Grace Albee, Asa 
Cheffetz, and Ruzicka, together with 
work of several early modern artists, 
Weber, Werner Drewes, and Frueh. 
Most woodcut artists in America to- 
day work in a highly expressionistic 
and abstract manner, and these are 
represented by Danto, Pozzatti, Sum- 
mers, Moy, and others, while com- 
pletely non- representational works 
are shown through prints by Barnet, 
Bernhardt, and Conover. 

Also in the exhibition are prints 
by American artists who introduced 
particular stylistic and technical in- 
novations, such as Vincent Longo, 
Adja Yunkers, the late Anne Ryan 
and Worden Day. The exhibit also 
includes allied relief media, among 
thea, wood engravings by Isch Kohn, 


the paper relief prints of Edmund 
Casarella, and the cellocuts of Boris 
Margo, and linoleum cuts by Franz 
Kline and others. 

Works by two of New Jersey’s 
most important woodcut artists, the 
husband and wife team of John Ross 
and Claire Romano are also shown. 

Luigi Rist, who spent most of his 
printmaking career in Newark and 
who died in the Fall of 1959, is 
represented by about a dozen prints. 
The Rist memorial section also in- 
cludes a number of tools, blocks and 
process sheets, so that the stylistic 
and technical methods of the artist 
can be studied as well as the com- 
pleted work. 
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The final aspect to be considered 
in the exhibition is the work of the 
contemporary Japanese woodcut art- 
ist. Although the popularity of the 
woodcut has continued in Japan 
through the centuries, many of the 
modern printmakers have been in- 
fluenced by the art of America and 
Europe, resulting in expressionistic 
and sometimes quite abstract work 
as seen in the prints of Munakata, 
Onchi, Saito, and members of the 
Yoshida family. 

The majority of the prints shown 
have been borrowed from outside 
sources, although the Japanese works 
and a few of the others were drawn 
from the Newark Museum’s own 
collection. Some works have been 
lent by private collectors, but the 
greater number come from nearby 
public institutions, including the Mu- 
seum of Modern Art, the Brooklyn 
Museum and the New York Public 
Library. Some of the prints have 
been borrowed directly from the art- 
ists, while others are shown through 
the courtesy of New York galleries.

“Crystal’’

Few “Crystal” buttons are made 
of genuine crystal, that is, transpar- 
ent crystallized quartz. But the term 
“crystal” is also applied to flint 
glass, or to any other glass of un- 
usual brilliance and clarity. The word 
derives from the Greek krustallos, 
meaning “ice;” and it is most ap- 
propriate to buttons which resemble 
both ice and true crystal. 

There are so many of these, es- 
pecially among “Modern” glass but- 
tons, that it is pleasant to find for 
them a name and a classification 
both suitable and simple. For most 
such buttons are simple, in them- 
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selves: they have simple designs, 
when they have any; they lack any 
eye-catching decorations; instead of 
attracting us by means of color, they 
depend for their charm on the clear, 
icy glitter which gives rise to their 
name. 

I first realized the possibilities of 
Crystal buttons when the Massachu- 
setts State Button Society celebrated 
its 50th anniversary in 1957, and 
(naturally!) chose “Crystal” as the 
subject of its anniversary exhibition. 
The buttons illustrated are some 
that I mounted for the occasion. The 
third button at the top with nail- 
head shank, is supposed to be made 
of real crystal, but I have never had 
it verified. The beads are glass, as 
are the prisms, but they are almost 
as effective as if they were the real 
thing. (When I was a little girl and 
“dressed up” I used to attach these 
prisms to my ears with rubber bands! 
I adored earrings even then, and 
they made me feel very dashing!) 
A fragment of crystallized quartz 
and some examples of well-known 
glass varieties add interest to the 
group. 

Crystal buttons range all the way 
from plain to elaborately cut and 
faceted, with countless combinations 
in between. Among the _ buttons 
shown are examples of pressed and 
moulded glass, a few simple pat- 
terns, a “Veil” button with brass 
band and shank, a button with mir- 
ror center, etc. 

Crystal buttons occur in the usual 
button shapes: round, square, oval, 
spherical. (Some have loop shanks, 
but self-shanks and holes predomin- 
ate.) They may be “old” or “modern,” 
and their brilliance and clarity vary 
with the quality of their material. 
They are most effective when mount- 
ed on black or on some dark color. 
Also, not being highly decorated in- 
dividually, they lend themselves to 
“fancy” mounting: I have a spark- 
ling (pictured) Goblet, rendered in 
Crystal buttons and silver outline, 
on black. Any simple design — a 
Cross, a Star, a “Church Window”’— 
may be similarly made, with or with- 
out outlines to hold the buttons to- 
gether. Ingenuity and imagination 
can contrive many ways of showing 
buttons which might otherwise be ig- 
nored or neglected as being too un- 
interesting to mount. But to the true 
collector, there is no such thing as 
an uninteresting button! 

Crystal buttons may, of course, be 
mounted with buttons of colored 
glass; and some types probably be- 
long with polychrome examples of 
the same substance. In buttons, there 
are so many overlapping classifica- 
tions that each collector has a wide 
choice of possible groupings. Each 
collector should suit himself, for it 
is variety and _ individuality that 
makes button collecting so fascinat- 
ing. 

But to me, Crystal buttons are 
most striking and characteristic when 
mounted by themselves, so that their 
cool, icy brilliance may do justice to 
their name. So displayed, they make 
us realize the truth and meaning of 
the phrase, “as clear as crystal.”

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BUTTONS IN MUSEUM 
LIMELIGHT 


Objects made of horn are featured 
in a new exhibit in the Hall of Cul- 
ture History at Rochester, N. Y., 
Museum of Arts and Sciences. 

The exhibit, arranged by Mrs. 
Gladys Reid Holton, curator of his- 
tory, comprises a surprising number 
of articles all made of horn. 

Principal feature is the usefulness 
of each article and also the art of 
the craftsmen. Some of the horn 
objects reflect the work of the con- 
temporary craftsmen such as _ sev- 
eral types of buttons especially de- 
signed for sportswear. 

There are types of jewelry both 
older and modern craft, an example 
of the archer’s bow with the horn 
tip. There are powder horns, Scot- 
tish shepherd’s crook and also shoe 
horns, combs and snuff boxes. 

How buttons are made from horn 
is illustrated in a series of displays 
with the step-by-step process. Ac- 
cording to Mrs. Holton, with the 
techniques handed down through the 
family it is possible to still make 
just as good buttons, just as good 
horn cups and combs as those George 
Washington’s ragged soldiers bought 
with their Continental dollars. 

The exhibit will remain on display 
until the fall.

the complication of having to face 
in the direction of Mecca. 

Across the Great Square is anoth- 
er mosque—the Shaikh Lutfullah— 
smaller than the Blue Mosque and 
more delicate in color. This noble 
building was erected by Shah Abbas 
in the early 17th century in honor 
of his sainted father-in-law, Shaikh 
Lutfullah. 

One account describes the back- 
ground of the tiled dome as prawn 
colored. Another observer describes 
it as being café aw lait in color. 

On this background a bold branch- 
ing rose tree is inlaid in black and 
white, with ornaments of ochre and 
cobalt blue. The figure of a huge 
formalized peacock is inlaid in the 
dome’s interior—covering the entire 
surface. 

On the west side of the Great 
Square, directly opposite the Lut- 
fullah Mosque, is the Royal Pavilion 
of the Ali Qapu (Lofty Gate). The 
lower part of the Ali Qapu served 
as the entrance to the vast palace 
area that extended to the west. 

Above the entrance is the covered 
balcony from which the Shah and 
his courtiers could watch tourna- 
ments and games of polo in the 
Maidan below. ‘Audience room, and 
smaller rooms on the upper floors, 
are elaborately decorated with ex- 
quisite murals. 

At the north end of the Square, 
opposite the Mosque of the Shah, is 
the entrance to the immense bazaar. 
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The scenic medallions on the Per- 
sian brass tray shown here include 
engravings of the Mosque of the Shah 
at the top of the tray—and in de- 
tail. The Shaikh Lutfullah Mosque 
is at the bottom. The Royal Pavilion 
of Ali Qapu is at the right. 

Trays of this type were sustained 
by bronze or brass supports which 
look like candlesticks. They were 
generally pierced—for lightness and 
beauty. In the Detroit Institute of 
Arts there is a fine example of a 
bronze tray support, pierced and en- 
graved 18% inches high, 12th-13th 
century. 

In India, Shah Jahan’s_ reign 
(1628-1658) is considered the golden 
period of Moslem architecture. This 
Mogul emperor also encouraged lit- 
erature and the arts. 

While he was building Delhi, Shah 
Jahan completed at Agra one of the 
most grandiose buildings of his pe- 
riod—and the most famous monu- 
ment in India—the Taj Mahal, the 
tomb of his favorite wife. It was 
built entirely of white marble. 

The exterior is inlaid with semi- 
precious stones arranged in Arabic 
inscriptions, floral designs, and ara- 
besques. Interior elements are accent- 
ed with agate, jasper, and colored 
marble. 


It is of the purest Persian design 
—the creation of two Persian archi- 
tects. And yet it is thoroughly In- 
dian in its spirit—subdued and 
dreamy—the direct opposite of the 
resplendent glory of genuine Per- 
sian works. 


One of India’s greatest monuments 
of Dravidian art is the Kailasanath 
temple—a terraced pyramid—at El- 
lura in the Deccan. This splendid 
santuary, dedicated to the Hindu god 
Siva, is an enormous architectural 
form carved from a single mass of 
rock. 

The monument was designed to 
be an architectural copy of the 
sacred Mount Kailasa in the Hima- 
layas, Siva’s eternal home. The ex- 
terior decoration consists of niches 
enclosing statues of deities. These, 
and animal figures profusely carved 
on the surfaces, are among India’s 
greatest sculptural treasures.

Shinto Bells 


PART IV

Like Buddhism, Shintoism has 
many sects and varies widely in its 
beliefs and practices. But all Shinto- 
ists, when they go to worship, have 
to pass under a torii, a beautiful 
arch-like gate, before they get to 
the shrine itself. 

Shinto shrines are always recog- 
nizable by at least one torii, usually 
painted red to contrast with the 
surrounding green forests. Some 
have a great many torii. Having 
to pass under these archways, with 
their horizontal cross pieces curving 
heavenward, is a means of purifica- 


tion before entering the Shinto 
shrine. 
The inner sanctuary, usually a 


small place in which the god dwells, 
kas in front of it an outer hall of 
worship. This is reserved for the per- 
formance of rituals. 

Here there are priests in silk ki- 
monos, and musicians playing 
strange (to our ears) music. Girl 
dancers wear ancient court costumes 
and with great reverence execute a 
dance wherein they bring precious 
offerings to the altar. 

It is in these rituals that bells or 
rattles are used. These are symbols 
as archaic as the language in which 


the prayers are chanted. Most typ- 
ical is the odd spiral with little bells 
attached. 

Closed, and of a somewhat ellipti- 
cal shape, the bells rattle and jingle 
up, down, and around the spiral to 
which they are affixed. Three-foot 
colored streamers are fastened to the 
lacquered wooden handle and add to 
the picturesque effect as the bells 
are used by the priests or priestesses 
in their ceremonial dances. 

Carefully wrapped and_ hidden 
away in the innermost shrine, where 
the god dwells, is the Shin-tai or 
emblem of the deity. This may be 
a sword, or a jewel, or, most inter- 
esting of all, a bell. 

As the indigenous and oldest re- 
ligion of Japan, Shintoism had its 
origin in forms of nature worship. 
In this the forces of nature are not 
so much feared for their power as 
appreciated for their beauty and 
goodness. 

Various aspects of nature were 
used to advantage in constructing the 
shrines and the torii arches. Nowhere 
is this fact more evident than in the 
shrines of Ise and Inari. 

At the shrines of Ise, the center 
of all Shintoism in Japan, the build- 
ings are of unpainted cypress and 
located under towering camphor 
trees. While all Shinto shrines pro- 
vide water for the purification, so 
essential a part of the religion, only 
Ise has a sparkling river. 

The Inari shrines at Fushimi, near 
Kyoto, are famous for their long 
rows of red torii. Many of these 
were presented by local farmers as 


prayers for a good harvest since 
Inari shrines are regarded as the 
guardians of farming. 

The bells decorating these places 
of worship, though not so numerous 
as at Buddhist temples are intricate- 
ly decorated, often with designs from 
nature. They remain at these ancient 
shrines today more or less as a de- 
coration. 

Shinto worshipers do not often 
sound these bells now to summon 
the gods. The State has instructed 
all children and adults, when wor- 
shiping, to clap their hands to call 
the gods’ attention to their presence, 
and then to make a deep and rever- 
ential obeisance. 

Favorite metifs on Shinto shrine 
bells are vine trees, mountains, or 
a bird in flight. A commonly seen 
tracery suggesting feathers owes its 
inspiration, perhaps, to the fact that 
the early torii originated in the an- 
cient custom of offering live cocks 
to the shrines which were dedicated 
to the sun goddess who established 
the Empire. 

The live cocks were placed on a 
bird perch erected in front of the 
shrine. Eventually the perch became 
the symbol of the shrine, though 
it retained its original name of torii, 
meaning “bird perch.” 

Another striking feature of many 
Shinto shrine bells is their closed, 
semi-spherical shape. By association, 
bells of this shape have come to be 
called fox-god bells although no ac- 
tual god of this name exists in 
Shintoism. However, a sculptured 
fox is placed before many a shrine 
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and some rural folk still believe the 
shrines were erected for a fox. 

In olden times there was a custom 
of placing food outside the village 
to keep away wild animals. Ac- 
cording to tradition the erection of 
sculptured foxes before the shrines 
was thought to aid in both appeas- 
~~. and scaring off various wild ani- 
mals.

STEAM AVIATION ENGINE 


This is the story of one of the 
show-pieces in the history of avia- 
tion, as released by the Smithsonian 
Institution. 

Almost 100 years ago John String- 
fellow, one of the major English 
pioneer experimenters with heavier- 
than-air flying machines, built a 
steam “aviation engine” which was 
exhibited at the world’s first aero- 
nautical exhibition held at the Crys- 
tal Palace in London in 1868. This 
was still 85 years before the Wright 
brothers were to solve the major 
problems of heavier-than-air flight, 
but some of the fundamentals al- 
ready were in the minds of a few 
men. One of the hurdles, it appeared, 
was to design an engine that would 
produce sufficient power and still be 
light in weight. The engine built 
and exhibited by Stringfellow won 
the top prize of L100 for “the light- 
est engine in relation to power de- 
veloped.” 

Stringfellow later modified the 
design to get more power, but the 
days of successful flight still were 
far ahead. In 1889 his son sold the 
engine to Samuel P. Langley, Secre- 
tary of the Smithsonian Institution, 
for possible use in his own pioneer- 
ing aviation experiments. Langley, 
however, never used it in any of his 
flying machines because it did not 
develop enough horsepower and be- 
cause he was interested primarily 
in the engine from a technical design 
standpoint. 

It became the first aeronautical 
item in the Smithsonian’s collections. 
The exhibits in the Smithsonian’s 
Aircraft Building now are being re- 
vamped, and in preparing the old 
engine for this it was completely 
—-* cleaned, and reassem- 

ed. 

Then it was decided to see whether 
it would still run after almost a 
century of disuse. With compressed 
air used as a power source it turned 
over at once and ran as smoothly as 
a clock. 

_It is considered one of the prize 
historical specimens in the National 
Aeronautical Collections. Most avia- 
tion history books refer to this engine 
as one of the major steps in man’s 
struggle to fly.

The home of 
General Henry Knox 
at Thomaston, Me.

Driving north on U.S. Route 1, 12 
miles south of Rockland, Maine, at 
a sudden turn of the road, one be- 
holds a magnificent mansion, set 
high on a hill, overlooking the St. 
George River that goes winding 
away to the sea. The present build- 
ing is an exact replica of the orig- 
inal mansion, Montpelier, built in 
1794. But it is not on the original site. 


The original house, with several 
out-buildings, was torn down in 1871, 
to make way for the Knox & Lin- 
coln Railroad. Knox was a Boston 
bookseller. His studies of military 
tactics, and the part artillery played 
in all wars, and his ability to read, 
speak, and write French fluently had 
a great bearing on the aid given the 
United States by the noble French- 
men who played such a great part 
in our successful revolt against 
England. 

General Knox was in charge of 
bringing, in the dead of winter, the 
cannon from, Ticonderoga. These, 
when mounted on Dorchester 


Heights, compelled the British Army 
and its fleet to evacuate Boston. 


His wonderful achievements as 
Washington’s Chief of Artillery, and 
as Secretary of War, have not been 
given the prominence due this man. 
He, next to Washington, was more 
responsible than any other man for 
the success of the American Revo- 
lution and the establishment of our 
present form of government. 


After the war, the General and 
his wife, and their family of 10, 
came to Thomaston, and built this 
mansion. They helped finance and 
build a fine church which is still 
standing, though its interior is long 
since gone. 


Many of his children died when 
very young. His oldest, Lucy, was 
born in an army camp. She later 
married Rear Admiral Thatcher. 


As early as 1915 local citizens, 
the Knox Memorial Association, the 
Maine D.A.R., state officials, and 
many others, began the long task 
of arousing interest in and obtain- 
ing financial aid for erecting a rep- 
lica of the Knox mansion. The firm 
of Putnam and Cox, architects, was 
authorized to prepare the building 
plans necessary for an accurate rep- 
lica of Montpelier. 


Extensive research and_ study, 
delving into musty records, measure- 
ments, and interviews with old in- 
habitants, were required. Through 
the generosity of Cyrus H. K. Curtis 
and his wife, about $240,000 was 
obtained, and construction began. 


During 1929-1930 construction con- 
tinued, and the new building was 
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dedicated in July, 1931. Then began 
the reassembling of furnishings for- 
merly in the mansion. These had 
been dispersed in all directions. 

Many fine specimens of furniture 
originally in the house are now dis- 
played in its 19 rooms. Important 
documents, including the framed 
“Certificate of the Cincinnati” which 
General Knox was active in forming, 
the Thomaston Cavalry Banner, 
paintings, and former possessions of 
the Knox family, now are promin- 
ently displayed. 

Going up the tall stairs to the 
impressive front door, one enters 
into an oval reception-room, some 20 
by 35 feet in size. Even the doors 
and woodwork conform to the oval 
form. An eight foot pair of gold 
framed mirrors, and the travel-and 
toilet case given to General Knox 
by young Lafayette, are shown here. 


This case, of strong mahogany, 
made in Paris by Eugene Hebert et 
Cie, contains two Sevres cups and 
saucers, a mirror, brush and comb, 
a tea caddy in silver, a shaving 
bowl, liquor bottles and funnel, and 
many other containers. All are com- 
pactly fitted into their own com- 
partments. 


After the Revolution General Knox 
“entertained” and financed many of 
the French officers and emigres. 
The house was full of company and 
many were the fine entertainments 
and dances arranged for their plea- 
sure. 


Each room has its own fireplace, 
large windows, high ceilings, and 
crystal chandeliers. The house is now 
fitted out as nearly as possible as 
it originally was during the Knox 
occupancy. General Knox died in 
1806, his wife 18 years later. Their 
last two daughters lived in the house 
until about 1851. 


A back parlor has elegant sky- 
blue paper with silver swags and 
urns, highlighted with mica flakes. 
It was copied from an original

fragment. The dinner room has 
fruit-and-leaf paper copied from a 
fragment. This paper was given to 
General Knox by the famous French 
officer, Tallyrand. 

The elaborately turned and carved 
banister rails up the two-wing stair- 
way were copied from original sam- 
ples. The moldings and woodwork 
are faithful copies of the originals, 
taken from the house when it was 
demolished in 1871. 

In the carriage room in the base- 
ment, two old vehicles are displayed. 
The brick-floor kitchen is completely 
furnished with pots and pans. All is 
ready to light the fire and take up 
where the former residents once so 
gaily held forth. 

One is astonished at the spacious 
rooms, the bed-rooms now equipped 
with high-post beds, oriental rugs, 
fine furniture, mirrors, paintings, 
and prints. All is tastefully arranged 
and does not appear over-crowded. 

In the dining-room one sees the 
beautiful sideboard given to his son 
by General Knox, later bequeathed 
to Montpelier by a lady named Mrs. 
Eliza Ferry Leary. She had bought 
it and carried it across the country 
to Seattle, Wash. 

Last August a beautifully carved 
mahogany sideboard with three in- 
laid urn-shaped knife boxes, once the 
property of Mrs. Lucy Knax Thatch- 
er, General Knox’s oldest daughter, 
was given to the mansion. These 
are now on display. On the dining- 
room table are many specimens of 
china formerly used by the family, 
including a coffee pot and 2 cups 
with the insignia of the Order of 
Cincinnati. 

The double-wing or “flying stair- 
case” is just behind the famous oval 
reception-room. It enabled the fam- 
ily to have privacy when the General 
was entertaining officers and offic- 
lals. Two Grandfather Clocks stand 
on the landings. The delicacy of the 


turned and carved baluster spindles 
is most attractive. 

Upstairs in the state bed-room is 
General Knox’s massive four - post 
bed with gold brocade hangings. Mrs. 
Knox’s dressing table is there also, 
with her slippers beside it. There 
is the Chippendale room with its 
copper plate hangings 150 years old. 

This room was furnished through 
the generosity of Mrs. Cyrus W. 
Curtis who gave many of the fine 
furnishings throughout the house. A 
children’s room is equipped with tiny 
beds in which old dolls sleep. There 
is a quaint collection of miniature 
dressers, mirrors, doll carriages, and 
hand-made doll clothes some of which 
were fashioned by the General’s wife. 

The General died in 1806, but the 
mansion continued to be the home 
of Mrs. Knox and her two daugh- 
ters, Caroline Holmes and _ Lucy 
Thatcher, until 1854, the date of 
Mrs. Knox’s death. It then passed 
into the possession of Rear Admiral 
Thatcher. 

He offered the homestead to the 
townspeople as a memorial to his 
grandfather for $7,000. Montpelier 
had cost the General $50,000 to build, 
a huge sum in those days, but the 
mansion eventually was sold to a 
ship-building concern and was used 
as a temporary residence for the 
workers. 

Someone has said “Time is man’s 
worst enemy.” Time also destroys 
many fine buildings. And in the next 
20 years the old house was sadly 
mistreated and abused. Some of the 
doors were cut up for firewood. 
The handsome furniture and ‘rich 
hangings were taken away piece by 
piece. The carved mantels and fire- 
places were defaced. 

When, at last, the house stood 
empty of human tenants, colonies 
of rats took up their abode there. 
Then in 1871 the house was torn 
down. Only one building on the prem- 


ises remains today. This is the 
present railway station for the town. 

A 75 page booklet, illustrated 
with views of the house, can be ob- 
tained by writing the Knox Mansion, 
Thomaston, Maine; also color post 
ecards. A new biography of the Gen- 
eral by North Callahan, “General 
Knox, George Washington’s Gener- 
al,” tells the full story of the famous 
man’s life and his house. This, too, 
is available by writing the above 
address. It costs $6. 

Due to the fact this house is a 
replica and not an original, it is not 
under the protection of the National 
Trust which protects and gives fi- 
nancial aid to many famous historical 
mansions throughout the U.S. How- 
ever, the house is a magnificent 
memorial to General Knox. 

Lovers of the famous historical 
shrines of America can aid in keep- 
ing this fine house, now one of 
the show places of Maine, for future 
generations to view. The set of six 
color post cards for 30 cents is very 
worthwhile and beautiful. 

Everyone planning a trip to Maine 
should make this house a “must” on 
their itinerary. They will come away 
inspired and thrilled at what they 
see. 

The church sits on its original site, 
only a few rods from the house. The 
Knox Memorial Association Inc. has 
the criginal bell which Knox paid 
Paul Revere $625 to cast. Eventu- 
ally it is hoped to re-furbish the 
interior of this church with some 
original pews, etc., and have it open 
for inspection.

Having no desire to meddle I kept 
quiet until I saw that others questioned 
his authorship of the song. 

“An older brother, Robert, was a 
wanderer all over the U. S. in his 
younger days and while on his wan- 
derings learned the Prison Song with 
many others, known to the ‘Knights 
of the Road’ as old road songs. His 
brother Guy, a vaudeville actor, came 
from New York to visit his family, 
and while here Robert taught him a 
number of these songs thinking they 
would be good material for his vaude- 
ville work. Guy returned to New York 
and tried to make a record of the 
Prison Song, but from some cause 
failed. He then taught it to his cousin, 
Vernon Dalhart, who was accustomed 
to making records and who succeeded 
in getting the record released. The 
copyright was taken out in Guy’s name. 

“When Robert learned of this he was 
justly indignant, but said nothing be- 
cause, to use his words, ‘he did not 
Want to get Guy in bad.’ Robert was 
living in my house at the time and 
discussed it with me from time to 
time. Guy's attitude toward this great- 
est musical fraud of the ages was that 
he ‘had beat Robert to it’ in the 
perpetration of a huge joke on the 
public. I don’t know the exact amount 
of royalties he received, but it was 
several hundred dollars, or sufficient 
to pay the greater part of his hospital 
expenses. This is written solely in the 
interest of truth and with no feeling 
of ill-will toward Guy Massey.”’ 


I wonder why Mrs. Bryan referred 
to the much debated composition as 
“The Prison Song.” Her letter 
brought a quick reply from Guy 
Massey’s brother, Seaborn C. Mas- 
sey, Jr., also of Dallas: 

I am an older brother and best friend 


of Guy Stapleton Massey, deceased 
author of the ‘‘Prisoner’s Song,’’ the 


authorship of which is so much dis- 
puted. This song, both words and 
music, were (Sic!) written by Guy 


and were his own original composition 
regardless of what others may say in 
reference to it. The song was copy- 
righted by Shapiro, Bernstein & Co., 
which proves beyond any doubt that 
there was no other composition like it, 
or it could not have been copyrighted. 
Robert Massey, brother of Guy Massey, 
did not have any claim on “The 
Prisoner’s Song,’’ but did write and 
have published a song known as ‘The 
Chain Gang Song,’’ something similar 
to the ‘‘Prisorfer’s Song.”’ 

Guy lived a good, clean Christian life 
always, and served his country during 
the war, being honorably discharged 
from the U. S. navy at Armed Guard 
Barracks, New York, January 31, 1919, 
on account of injury to his hearing 
received while in the service. The 
character of my dead brother was above 
reproach. He received two citations for 
bravery while in the service which I 
have here with his discharge papers. 
He was not a convict and never was, 
as so many people seem to think he 
died in prison. He died in the U. S. 
army hospital at Fort Sam Houston, 
Tex., February 13, 1936, where I took 
him for treatment after leaving my 
home here in Dallas. His death was 
due to an operation on his brain which 
had caused him to become paralyzed 
some time before he died. He never 
received any compensation from the 
government, though given a medical 
discharge. He was totally disabled and 
in bed for more than a year before his 
death. His mother died when he was 
four years old—the old story of a 
broken-up, motherless home. 

I nursed Guy during his last illness 
and held his hand while he passed 
away. May I add that his last request 
was, “Bury me next to Mama. I did 
not have her in life and I want to be 
next to her in death.’”’ And the last 
word he spoke before he died was 
‘*‘Mama,” and then his lips were sealed 
forever. His last request was granted 
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and he sleeps beside his mother in 
Greenwood cemetery, Dallas, Tex. 


After Guy Massey’s death, Dalhart 
received the royalties on the song. 

I shall give Carson Robison’s com- 
ments on the “Prisoner’s Song” 
controversy when I discuss his as- 
sociation with Dalhart. In his “His- 
tory of Popular Music in America,” 
Sigmund Spaeth refers as follows 
to the heated debate: 

Another controversial number was 
the notorious “Prisoner’s Song,’ cred- 
ited to Guy Massey, ** ** although it 
has been claimed that Nathaniel Shil- 
kret, then a musical director for Vic- 
tor records, was largely responsible for 
the finished product. This curiously 
effective piece of hill-billy ‘“‘corn’’ had 
been recorded by Vernon Dalhart mere- 
ly to fill the reverse side of the disc 
carrying that established favorite, “The 
Wreck of the Old 97,’’ whose tune was 
taken bodily from Henry C. Work’s 
“The Ship That Never Returned.’’ To 
the surprise of everyone concerned, it 
was ‘‘The Prisoner’s Song’’ that sold 
the record, carrying its distribution up 
to fantastic figures. 

One more item about “The Pri- 
soner’s Song” and this installment 
must end, with discussion of the 
legal battling that centered around 
“The Wreck of the Old 97” reserved 
for next month. On September 28, 
1955, Joseph M. Bryant, who had 
been a New York theatrical booking 
agent, wrote me an interesting letter 
in which he said: 

I got a two weeks engagement at the 
New York Strand Theater for Dalhart 


at $1,750 a week. He was offered $3,500 
a week if he would dress as a prisoner. 


He flatly refused. All he sang was 
“The Prisoner’s Song.’”’ . . . Nat Shil- 
kret insists that he wrote “The Pris- 


oner’s Song. 


Mr. Bryant mentioned that Dal- 
hart made records of a song, “Many, 
Many Years Ago,” written by Bry- 
ant’s former wife, who was known 
in vaudeville as Madelyn Sheppard, 
and said it ranked next to “The 
Prisoner’s Song” in total sales among 
Dalhart’s records. The amazing suc-

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BIEDERMEIER FURNITURE 
C. 1818- 1848 


By ETHEL HALL BJERKOE 


“Papa Biedermeire” was a pop- 
ular humorous scsi featured in 
a series of cartoon verses by Lud- 
wig Ejichrodt published in the Ger- 
man Fliegende Blatter during the 
early years of the 19th century. “Pa- 
pa” was a stout, bourgeois country 
gentleman, well satisfied with him- 
self and very opinionated about such 
subjects as the fine and industrial 
arts of which he had no knowledge 
whatsoever. 

At first his name was jokingly 
given to a period of culture and a 
style of furniture which began at 
that time. The name stuck and furni- 
ture made during those years has 
continued to be called Biedermeier. 

The furniture produced in this 
style varied greatly in both quality 
of design and structure. While much 
of it was well made, other pieces 
were glued together, rather than 
dowelled. 

It was comfortable, simple in de- 
sign, inexpensive, and fitted well the 
needs of the German people at a 
time when there was little wealth 
following the Napoleonic wars, And 
before long, the cabinet-makers of 
Austria were also making furniture 
in this style for their countrymen. 

The artisans of Germany and Aus- 
tria were influenced by either the 
furniture designs of the French Em- 
pire or Directoire, or by the simple 
German painted peasant furniture. 
At times the influence of both may 
be seen in a single piece. Thus Bie- 
dermeier is an imitative style with 
sturdy, rectangular proportions. It 
is often awkward in appearance. 

The best examples were made be- 
tween 1820 and 1830 although the 
period during which Biedermeier was 
produced is genc.ally said to be from 
1818 to 1848. During the years 1830 
to 1848, however, the style deteri- 


orated, and the furniture was even 
more clumsy. It was also in poor 
taste. 

Although Biedermeier is, as a rule, 
heavy in feeling, many small, deli- 
cate pieces were produced. In these, 
curved forms were used instead of 
the usual rectangular, but the curves 
were generally clumsy. Chairs and 
sofas often show these curved lines, 
sometimes exaggerated into bulbous 
contortions. 

Wardrobes, cabinets, secretary- 
desks, and other case furniture were 
severe in line and surface—architec- 
tural in character—with heavy clas- 
sical columns and pilasters. Arches 
and triangular crestings were used 
to simulate pediments. 


Little carving was used but the 
surface was often embellished with 
simple marquetry patterns and bor- 
ders. Pressed brass ornaments were 
popular. 

Again painted motifs in gilt, black, 
or even in colors were used. This 
painted decoration consisted of floral, 
animal, or human forms; or of 
wreaths, urns, and baskets. It was 
at times humorous in character. 

The cabinet-makers of the period 
used the native woods of their coun- 
tryside for their productions—apple, 
pear, maple, elm, birch, ash, and 
cherry—although mahogany and 
rosewood were also employed. At 
times black lacquer was used to rep- 
resent the costly ebony so popular 
in France for furniture in the Em- 
pire style. 

A great deal of the original Bie- 
dermeier furniture may be found 
in Germany and Austria today, and 
it has had a certain vogue in Amei- 
ica. Reproductions of the old Bieder- 
meier are being made at the present 
time.

plate, and it was quite clear that 
this was for the pendulum suspen- 
sion. Hanging the pendulum in this 
position made it necessary to pro- 
vide a short connecting rod from 
the arm on the verge arbor to the 
pendulum rod, and this arrangement 
worked very well. 

The next big problem was to find 
the proper pendulum length and the 
bob weight. Almost universally, 
crown wheel and verge escapement 
clocks require a short pendulum and 
a light bob. I remember reading 
somewhere the statement that the 
long case clock could not come into 
existence until the anchor escape- 
ment was invented because the crown 
wheel and verge escapement could 
not accommodate a long pendulum. 

When I finally got this clock to 
keep time I had a pendulum 46% 
inches long, measured from the point 
where the suspension spring is an- 
chored to the center of the pendu- 
lum bob. This pendulum has a beat 
of one second in each direction, but 
the scientific formula says that a 
second’s beat pendulum is 39.1 inch- 
es long.

verge have an effect on the pendu- 
lum length and the rate of swing. 
However, I am not able to explain 
it in scientific terms. 

There is a very noticeable differ- 
ence in the manner by which the mo- 
tion of the hands is controlled. The 
so-called “Motion Work” under the 
dial of practically all clocks and 
watches, since the minute-hand was 
added, is the same, utilizing an idler 
gear and pinion between the hour- 
hand arbor and the minute-hand ar- 
bor. 

This one is quite different in that 
it controls the two hands by direct 
gearing. The second wheel arbor, in 
the time train, is carried through the 
front movement plate and carries a 
wheel and pinion. 

The wheel works against a small 
wheel on the center post which car- 
ries the minute-hand arbor while the 
pinion works against a large wheel 
on the center post which carries the 
hour-hand arbor. These wheels are 
plainly visible in the photograph, 
and the arrangement is most un- 
usual. 

The striking mechanism is con- 
trolled by rack and snail, but here, 
again, there is a complete departure 
from the conventional. The usual 
snail is cut in 12 steps in a solid 
disc. 

This one is cast of brass, and is 
actually shaped like a snail. It is 
fastened directly on the hour wheel 
instead of being operated indepen- 
dently by a star wheel. 

The rack, instead of being pivoted 
as is the usual one is vertical. It

The most conventional part of this 
clock is the alarm. It is set by turn- 
ing a disc in the center of the dial 
and is operated by a separate cord 
and weight. The alarm is a second 
hammer which strikes rapidly on the 
single bell. It can be seen in the 
photo. I have not as yet put a cord 
and weight on it. 

The clock strikes the hours and 
half-hours on the large bell at the 
top. The means by which the half- 
hour strike is limited to one stroke 
agair. is different from anything I 
have seen and is very difficult to de- 
scribe. 

Ordinarily, a clock striking in any 
manner between the hours cannot be 
made to repeat properly. This one 
can. When the repeat cord is pulled, 
the half-hour strike is locked out, 
and the strike will be the last hour. 

I have yet to make a missing part 
which accomplishes this result, but 
the potential is definitely there. There 
are other odd mechanical features 
in this movement, but space is run- 
ning out. 

I have reasons to believe that this 
is one of the very earliest pendulum 
clocks in existence. Since the pendu- 
lum was invented in 1658, this clock 
should definitely be dated in the last 
half of the 17th century. From the 
shape of the cupulo which houses the 
pendulum suspension, and the holes 
in it, there is a distinct possibility 
that the original pendulum may 
have been fitted with cycloidal 
cheeks. 


The dial is convex porcelain, and 
the original hands are of the period. 
The cast brass piece above the dial 
has a rooster in the center with two 
cherubs on either side.

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The only identifying mark I can 
find is the name “Wavand”’ painted 
in the dial under the numeral VI. 
This name does not appear in any 
of the lists I have consulted. It 
may have been that of the dial 
painter. The nearest name I can find 
is an English maker named “Wa- 


wen,” but this is not nearly close 
enough to be of any use. 
From the workmanship in this 


movement I would say that this 
clock could be English or German. 
More probably it is a product of 
the Low Countries. 

It would appear that this clock 
was originally set on a shelf or 
bracket At any rate, it must be 
hung very high to allow for a week 
cf operation at one winding. The 
time weight will fall approximate- 
ly 12 inches per 24 hour period, or 
one foot of fall for each day of 
operation. 

The large dial and the bold num- 
erals were probably dictated by the 
fact that the clock was hung very 
high. I note that the strike weight 
does not fall nearly as far in a 24 
hour period as the time weight does. 
{ would suppose that this differen- 
tial in the gear train was set up to 
a for the use of the repeat fea- 
ure 

It has always been understood that 
the operation of a crown wheel and 
verge escapement is erratic and that 
good time-keeping results could not 
be obtained with it. This clock, with 
its long pendulum, is capable of 
keeping nearly perfect time. 

This clock has upset a lot of my 
preconceived notions about old clocks, 
and I am quite happy about it.

The poodle bottle has always been 
considered a much earlier specimen 
than it really is. The patent for this 
design, “for a toilet accessory con- 
tainer,” was issued to Maurice Marks 
of New York City, May 23, 1933. 

By the terms of the patent Mr. 
Marks had exclusive rights to the de- 
sign for a period of 14 years, or 
until May, 1947. We rather believe 
that the bottle was in production for 
at least two or three years after the 


patent date (1933 to 1936) as some 
specimens bear indications of the pat- 
ent rights, and others none at all. 
The poodle is represented in the 
classic show clip, wearing a clown's 
cap upon his head. The pom-pom 
screw-top, shown in the patent draw- 
ings, is seldom ever found with the 
bottle. 
-The bottle has been found in a 
deep cobalt-magnesium blue glass 
and an occasional specimen appears 
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in clear crystal. It stands just 8 
inches tall, without the top. 

We believe the foregoing informa- 
tion to be entirely original and never 
before published in any medium.

In the Berkshire 
Foothills 


One of the most charming things 
about certain sections of New Eng- 
land is the way souvenirs of the 
past rise to meet the unsuspecting 
traveler. 

Noontime may find him rushing 
along the highway. It is a hot, mid- 
summer day. The green and golden 
fields are a blur to be left behind 
as quickly as possible in his race 
to the city and that vital appoint- 
ment. 

If the traveler is lucky and at 
all given to impulse, today will be 
magic. He will stop at the next 
sign that offers refreshments, and 
enter yesterday. 

There will be large trees shading 
the entrance of a country inn. With- 
in its cool entrance hall a bird may 
sing in an antique golden cage, or 
a clock tick serenely on the shelf 

There will be flowers in the vases. 
The furniture will be old and well 
kept, the brass polished brightly, and 
the house itself seem to say, “Wel- 
come, we are happy you are here.” 

The traveler will breath deeply 
and after the first transitional shock 
say to himself, “Yes, this is the way 


it was. This is the way it must 
have been.” 
Of course, the same thing can 


happen in winter. The inn welcomes 
the traveler to a skater’s paradise, 
the warmth of the fireplace, and food 
to his taste, but most of all to the 
calm and tranquility that is so fast 
disappearing from the American 
scene. 

One such place is Stonehenge, with 
its atmosphere of an old New Eng- 
land country inn just outside of 
Ridgefield, Conn. 


The owner, Victor Gilbert, says 


the idea for his inn came to him 
during the war when he was sta- 
tioned near mysterious Stonehenge 
on England’s Salisbury Plain. 


He 


said to himself then that his inn 
would “have the best, house the best, 
and be the best.” 

It would appear that he began 
with the furniture. A stroll through 
Stonehenge is a delight to the an- 
tique fancier. There is a large con- 
vex bull’s eye mirror over the fire- 
place in one of the public rooms. 

Many interesting plates on the al- 
most ceiling-high shelves of the pan- 
eled Druid-Bar Parlour catch the 
eye. Here the guests find American 
Windsor chairs and other Colonial 
furniture and listen to an excellent 
pianist. 

In the more formal Willard room 
are a variety of styles of furniture, 
among them Hepplewhite and a clas- 
sic ladder-back type chair, such as 
one sees in the West Parlour of 
Mount Vernon. Since they are all 
authentic and rare antiques, we must 
agree with Mr. Gilbert that it 
is certainly “the best.” 

Best of all, perhaps, definitely 
best from the standpoint of clock col- 
lector guests, among whom is HOB- 
BIES’ author, Silvio Bedini, also of 
Ridgefield is a wall of antique clocks. 
Visitors are fascinated by these 
beautiful keepers-of-time in a place 
that has an appearance of timeless- 
ness. From out of their mahogany 
cases, and enamel and gilt enclo- 
sures, they face into rooms not too 
much different from the ones they 
were designed to inhabit. 

Registered guests at Stonehenge 
are served with attention to detail 
that is consistent with the theme. 
Along with the usual services are 
complimentary newspapers, complete 
air conditioning, muzak, TV, radio, 
and even baseboard brackets for dog 
feeding. 

Like any good innkeeper, Mr. Gil- 
bert never intends to stop developing 
Stonehenge. A new heated swim- 
ming pool is only one more of the 
improvements that continue to occur. 

Whatever the extras, however, 
they do not interfere with one’s orig- 
inal impression. Visitors, whether 


they are from four-mile distant 
Ridgefield, or from cities across the 
country, are charmed by Stonehen- 
ge’s continuing tradition. They leave 
with regret.

the royal patronage for 112 years 
continuously, during which time they 
had served five succeeding reigning 
monarchs of England. 

Like his predecessors, Benjamin 
Lewis Vulliamy produced excellent 
clocks. He became known for the 
fine finish and excellent workman- 
ship of his time-pieces. 

He was not particularly creative, 
although he did introduce the 2- 
seconds pendulum in Turret Clocks, 
an improvement which resulted in 
an exceptionally high degree of ac- 
curacy in time telling. 

In addition to his status as Clock- 
maker to the Royal House, Benjamin 
Lewis was consultant to King George 
IV on many matters of decoration 
and furnishing during the remodel- 
ling of Carlton House. This connec- 
tion brought him considerable pres- 
tige and patronage from the nobility 
and the wealthy gentlemen of the 
period. 

Benjamin Lewis Vulliamy became 
a Freeman of the Worshipful Com- 
pany of Clock-makers in December, 
1809. He was appointed Liveryman 
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in the following month, and he was 
admitted as a member ‘of the Court 
in 1810. He served in every office 
of the Court and was five times a 
Master. 

Numerous clocks and watches by 
Benjamin Lewis Vulliamy are to be 
found in the English royal palaces, 
government buildings, and museums. 
He has been widely criticized as 
a vandal and despoiler of clocks be- 
cause he often replaced the move- 
ments of old clocks with movements 
of his own production. 

Many clocks of historic importance 
in England lost their original move- 
ments in this manner at his hands. 
His defense was that he was a 
clock-maker, not an antiquarian. 

During his lifetime Benjamin 
Lewis made many gifts of money 
and books to scientific societies and 
horological organizations. He wrote 
a number of short works on various 
aspects of horology which are still 
useful. 

A brother of Benjamin Lewis, Jus- 
tin Theodore Vulliamy (1787-1870) 
was also a clock and watch-maker. 
He worked independently of the 
family firm, and was never associat- 
ed with the business managed by his 
father and his brother.

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Justin Theodore produced some 
notable duplex watches. Examples of 
these are preserved in the Guildhall 
Museum and in the Science Museum, 
South Kensington. 

When Benjamin Lewis Vulliamy 
died in 1854, the family firm passed 
into other hands. He was succeeded 
by Charles Frodsham. 

A second Vulliamy clock is illus- 
trated in Figure 2 and this is also 
from the collection of Mr. Victor 
Gilbert of Ridgefield, Conn. This 
Bracket Clock is 14% inches high 
and 9% inches wide. It stands on 
its original bracket. This is decorat- 
ed with brass inlay in the same 
manner as the clock-case, in the 
style of the period. 

The clock, which is inscribed “Vul- 
liamy/London” on the enamel dial 
plate, is an example of the work of 
Benjamin Lewis Vulliamy and was 
produced during the first decade or 
two of the 19th century. 

In more recent times, the Vulliamy 
family became accomplished in other 
directions. A great grandson of 
Benjamin Lewis Vulliamy was the 
late Lionel Hastings Vulliamy who 
died in October, 1956. He was Cor- 
oner of the Northern district of East 
Suffolk in England, a position which 
his family held for the past 79 years. 

It was from this member of the 
family that much of the foregoing 
data was derived and previously not- 
ed by such well known horological 
writers as Mr. S. Benson-Beevers, 
to whom the present writer is greatly 
indebted.

NEWS

WASHINGTON 


The Washington, D.C., Post Office 
cancelled 1,710,726 covers March 7, 
1960, when the 4 and 8-cent Masaryk 
“Champion of Liberty” stamps were 
first placed on sale. A total of 3,666,- 
612 stamps was sold in Washington 
that day, with a value of $187,649.96. 

The first record set this year was 
the canceling of 1,419,955 first-day 
covers bearing the 4-cent Boy Scouts 
of America Golden Jubilee commem- 
orative, released February 8. 


There were 648,988 first-day cov- 
ers canceled at Washington, D.C., on 
April 18, 1960, when the 4-cent 
Water Conservation stamp was first 
placed on sale. In all, 994,664 stamps 
were sold in Washington that day, 
with a value of $39,786.56. 


* * & 


A total of 454,903 first-day covers 
was canceled May 18, 1960, at Char- 
lottesville, Va., when the 4-cent 
Thomas Jefferson “Credo” stamp 
was initially placed on sale. In all, 
714,364 stamps were sold that day, 
with a total value of $28,574.56.

When the 4-cent SEATO commem- 
orative stamp was released at Wash- 
ington, D.C., there were 514,926 first- 
day covers canceled. In all, 910,386 
stamps were sold May 31, 1960, with 
a value of $36,419.44. This brings 
the number of first day covers can- 
celed in the‘ first five months of 
this year to 7,172,411, and the total 
of first day sales to $587,346.55, with 
the 214-cent embossed envelope fig- 
ures for May 28 still unreported.

Water for the crew was one of 
the greatest problems for Columbus 
as he set sail for far across the 
salt waters of the world. Water was 
the great problem of the pioneers 
and settlers as they moved across 
the vast new America. Now, today, 
a great new water problem faces 
America, as it has in the old world 
for centuries, but for a different 
reason. 

Pioneers and early settlers of 
America followed the woods and 
streams across the continent. There 
were many ripples of clear pure 
water for drinking or cooking in a 
new country with its streams not 
contaminated by waste. The Ohio 
River country, and the Great Lakes 
trails were settled long before the 
rich black prairie soils of [Illinois 
and Iowa were considered fit to live 
in. 

Springs were sought out. Witching 
for wells supplemented wise opinion 
on where wells could be dug. Gradu- 
ally cisterns began to appear about 
most of the houses in which people 
lived. The cistern became standard 
in America. 2 

Industry followed the great water 
trails. As industry and population 
grew, greater and greater quantities 
of water were used. Most new fac- 
tory practices used more and more 
water, and released contaminated 
water into the drainage streams. 
Many billion gallons of water became 
the regular take of industry. As 
population has skyrocketed, home 
use of water per person has in- 
creased. We now have great popu- 
lation areas such as southern Cali- 
fornia that must even import its 
water from other states. : 

Water shortage is more and more 
evident, and is beginning to pinch. 

As we dream of great industrial 
developments solving a problem in 
the explosion of crowded populations 
about the world let us realize that 
not only plants and animals are re- 
stricted by water supply, but that 
people and industry are limited by 
the same factor. 

—_o— 

Two great American plants ran 
a race, the potato and the cattail, 
and the potato won hands down. It 
conquered all of America, Germany, 


Ireland and many other parts of 
the world, from its old home in 
Central or South America. 

The cattail had to stick to the 
sloughs, swamps and_ ponds. The 
tuber of the cattail is edible and 
much like the potato, but with more 
fat and less protein. Muskrats 
stored the tubers for food. Perhaps 
the Indians learned from the musk- 
rat, for they also stored them for 
food. 

While we would not exactly nom- 
inate the cattail for a national flow- 
er, we do like them as background 
for bouquets. You may have the 
tubers. —o— 

Among all collectors and dealers 
in antiques, we doff our editorial hat 
most sincerely to those who also col- 
lect and analyze the real thoughts 
and opinions of peoples of the past. 
Some of our most revered writers 
are included among such collectors. 
‘We were reminded of that fact when 
we saw and heard on ultra-modern 
TV an interview with Will Durant, 
author of The Story of Philosophy. 

Thoughts, opinions, beliefs, reli- 
gions, call them what you wish, they 
seem to rank next after food and 
shelter in the world of mankind, and 
sometimes rank above those things. 
Their modern accurate translation 
into modern speech is a great chal- 
lenge. 

We do not feel competent to re- 
port the ideas of Will Durant. But, 
in passing we might report his men- 
tion of the present religion of Rus- 
sia as a worship of “Utopia.” On 
the basis of past religious thinking 
he predicts that gradual realization 
of the class and privilege distinc- 
tions, and even hardships, in the ex- 
pected Utopia may probably give 
way to more basic concepts in which 
many people have found strength 
in the past. He also seemed to think 
that “creeping socialism’ in the 
West may some time in the future 
find itself nearer the expanding 
trend toward individual rights and 
rewards under what may still be 
called communism. 

Our most respected collectors and 
dealers of objective antiques are 
also most frequently collectors of 
thoughts, and ideas of peoples of 
the past. In the professional field 


of collecting, the accurate collection 
and analysis of ideas, opinions and 
religions is the great field that sep- 
arates the scholar from the mere 
technician. —o— 

History of the world is full of 
“summit” conferences, “diets,” pow- 
wows, agreements, treaties, etc. 
Khruschev is not the first who ever 
stomped out of such a meeting with 
a grand, noisy display of injured 
“dignity.” It is part of the script 
of the play that has been given 
over and over again in past cen- 
turies. 

We may be wrong, but we are in- 
clined to think that Mr. K’s show 
over the electronic system of the 
present world is going to contrib- 
ute to worldwide understanding of 
the situation. It will probably con- 
tribute to peace because it contrib- 
utes to understanding, as secret di- 
plomacy seldom does.

A wisecrack in the Phoenix Flame 
defines psychiatry as “old fashioned 
cracker barrel philosophy, modern- 
ized, at a price.” Back of this wise- 
crack is some sober good sense. Mo- 
dern industry and modern society 
does not laugh as much or play as 
much, nor with as much variety as 
did the people of earlier Americana. 
Humor today seems “out of place” 
in the mechanics of modern industry. 
So. when human nature with its 
native variety finds itself fitted into 
a modern precision pattern, it needs 
basic help to shift the mentality 
safely to the precision of modern 
ant hills. Oo 

Ancestral estates have been pre- 
served in one way or another in 
England, Old French Chateaux are 
preserved as relics of the past. In 
America very very few of the houses 
or estates of the “Captains of Indus- 
try” of 60 and 80 years ago have 
been preserved. Population has poured 
about them and engulfed them, and 
in turn degenerated into slums for 
demolition. A few have been pre- 
served for libraries, museums or 
other public uses. 

The decade of the 50’s, with its 
smash-bang clearance and rebuilding 
program, has destroyed forever many 
of the significant landmarks of Amer. 
icana.

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Speculation 
in the 
Coin World 


By CHARLES FRENCH 


Speculation is still running ram- 
pant in the coin world. News has 
been released that the United States 
mint has had so many orders for 
1960 proof sets they have been com- 
pelled to refuse any more at present. 

This order dates back to April 
15th. It is rumored that there are 
orders for around 1,500,000 proof 
sets on file. If this is so it will be 
the largest issue yet. 

What is happening is a little 
rough on those who did not send in 
for their sets early. At the time 
of writing this article, the current 
offering price for 1960 proof sets 
is at $5.25. 

With good demand it does not seem 
that the large number to be made 
will affect the price at all. If any- 
thing the price is liable to go higher. 

Since the first of the year, so 
many orders for uncirculated coins 
(particularly by the mint bags which 
amounts to $50 worth of cents, $200 
worth of nickels, etc., etc.) have been 
received it is barely possible for the 
mints to keep up with the demand 
for uncirculated 1960 coins. 

I hear the clamps have been put 
on this also. No special orders for 
1960 uncirculated coins will be hon- 
ored any longer. 

In fact, instructions have been is- 
sued causing the new coins to be 
mixed in with old ones to frustrate 
this practice. The “roll” collectors 
will again have to chase around and 
“find” their uncirculated rolls where 
they can. 


The clamp-down has definitely cut 
back the supply. I see that offering's 
of mint bags of 1960P cents with 
a face value of $50 are being offered 
by speculators at $125 per bag. 

Speculation in rolls has been go- 
ing on heavily now for the last cou- 
ple of years and [I think it time 
the prices levelled off. Many specu- 
lators have made fabulous profits, 
however, even though they might be 
on paper. 

I know of one man who, 18 months 
ago, invested $3050 in 100 rolls of 
uncirculated 1950D nickels. Consider- 
ing today’s retail price of $187.50 
per roll, this gives him a _ paper 
profit of $15,700 in a little less than 
a year and a half. Of course selling 
costs would have to be deducted from 
the above profit. 

Encourage the youth of America 
to become coin collectors. The hob- 
by is interesting, instructive, and 
very profitable. Tomorrow’s coin col- 
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lectors are the outcome of those that 
start young today. 

The profits that can be made by 
keeping coins until the future are 
unbelievable. I commenced coin col- 
lecting when I was a boy, around 
14 years old. If I still had all the 
coins I had acquired since then the 
values would be terrific. 

Collecting coins from circulation 
and mounting them in the ever-pop- 
ular Whitman boards is fast becom- 
ing one of the leading indoor hob- 
bies among school boys. It is a pity 
more girls don’t take up the hobby 
also. 

Even if no profit were made it 
teaches our youth to save and is an 
interesting way to do it. Encourage 
coin collecting wherever you can. 

Boy Scouts have courses for merit 
badges in coin collecting and these 
are very popular, easy to do also. 
They have caused our youths to be 
conscious of rarities that can some- 
times be found in circulation. 

A boy in Troy recently received 
in this manner one of the rare 1955 
double struck cents which is valued 
(in the condition he got it out of 
his pocket change) at around $50. 
Had he not been a coin collector he 
would have passed this coin on to 
the next party and lost that value. 

Another boy endeavoring to com- 
plete his Lincoln Cent set was lucky 
enough to find in circulation a 1909S 
VDB Cent valued at around $30, still 
another found a 1914D Cent valued 
at $20. The thrill of making these 
finds is as important as the value 
of the coins found. 


* * * 


Collecting uncut sheets of paper 
money is a fast-growing hobby 
amongst numismatists. While these 
are large and unwieldy, they lend 
themselves popularly to framing. Col- 
lections can be nicely displayed by 
hanging on the wall. 

Perhaps the first to start these 
were the many uncut sheets of obso- 
lete currency that have turned up 
in the last couple of decades. When 
the Civil War terminated all of the 
paper money issued prior to that 
time became obsolete and valueless. 

Large stocks of printed but unis- 
sued paper currency were filed away 
in the storage vaults and cellars of 
old-time banks. Valueless, they sim- 
ply lay there until nnally collectors 
took an interest in them. 

With the new demand, these sheets 
of uncut, unsigned currency began 
to come to light; many in great 
quantities. They are discernible by 
the fact that they are not signed, 
Even today more and more are ap- 
pearing. 

This has encouraged collectors to 
start collecting large sized and small 
sized U.S. currency in uncut sheets. 
These were not easy to get. The gov- 
ernment permitted one to have limit- 
ed assortments for collecting pur- 
poses only. No premium was charged. 


As the demand increased this prac-

Pre-Bay Psalm Book 
American Printing 


By PAUL W. SCHMIDTCHEN 


Provincial chauvinisin to the con- 
trary, the Bay Psalm Book of 1640 
was by no means a product of the 
first American press. As a matter of 
fact, over 100 years earlier Juan 
Cromberger, a leading printer of 
Spain, sent Juan Pablos to Mexico 
to act as his agent, and further, to 
set up a press in that new country. 

Stephen Day, the earliest Cam- 
bridge printer, needless to say was 
not yet born. This would also be 
well in advance of the 1626 date 
listed for our first Colonial literary 
work, i.e. Ovid’s ‘“Metamorphosis” 
by George Sandys. 

As Secretary of the Virginia Col- 
ony from 1621 to 1626, Sandys com- 
pleted his translation of Ovid while 
in American residence. He had it 
published the same year in which he 
returned to England. 

The “Escalera Espiritual” is usu- 
ally listed as the first book printed 
in the New World. A Mexican, Es- 
teban Martin by name, is presumed 
to have issued the work in 1538-39, 
but inasmuch as no copy apparent- 


ly survives, we shall presumptuous- 
ly list Cromberger’s “Breve Y Mas 
Compendiosa” as the first, instead. 


The before mentioned Juan Pablos 
was the printer, and the date 1539! 
‘In any case, it is the first book 
printed in an Amerindian language 
and is much earlier than the first 
English Colonial press engagement. 

Annual publications then followed 
in quick order and an Aztec Dic- 
tionary was forthcoming as early as 
1555. An interesting comparison finds 
that the Mexico City 1556 “Rapid 
Calculator” was not duplicated fur- 
ther north until Sower’s 1st Edition 
of 1793 at Chestnut Hill, Pa. 

The first book published in South 
America was initiated by Ricardo’s 
press in Lima in 1584 and was re- 
leased in three parts. Without a 
doubt, Indian language endeavors 
took up a good portion of the early 
press runs, with Balli’s Aztec Gram- 
mar of 1576, a good example of such 
a rare Hispanic Americanum; as is 
de Huerta’s Quechua Grammar print- 
ed by del Canto in Peru in 1616.

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Nor should it be thought that the- 
ological topics alone were assumed. 
The record definitely shows that the 
first news release, the first woodcut 
illustrations, the first text book, etc., 
all were well under way ere “The Oath 
of a Freeman” in 1639, emerged as 
the first Colonial leaflet from fur- 
ther north. 

It certainly should be fitting, al- 
though technically not condoned by 
our title, to mention some of the 
more important 16th century person- 
alities and their concomitant books 
that impinged upon the American 
scene in one way or another. 

Naturally, the 1498 letters of Co- 
lumbus, giving the first printed re- 
port of the newly discovered lands, 
certainly take first rank, with the 
1493 Papal Bull of Alexander VI 
lending all possible proof. (The 1503 
Bergomensis is the first rendering 
of same by any general author as 
such). 

Early texts with references to 
America, however veiled, were not 
uncommon; Schedel’s 1493 “Nurem- 
berg Chronicle’ and Brant’s 1494 
“Ship of Fools” were among the most 
popular. It should be repeated: we 
are now speaking of Continental 
press runs, albeit of prime Amer- 
ican attention. 

Amerigo Vespucci’s “Novus Mun- 
dum” of circa 1502, and Waldsee- 
miller’s 1507 suggestion of so nam- 
ing the New-found World are now 
part of everyone’ historical heritage. 
Peter Martyr’s 1511 “History” and 
the Ptolemy “Atlas” of the same 
year begin to spell out more detail— 
and much misinformation as well. 

The first book in English relating 
to the New Land dates from 1521, 
although not printed in Britain. 
Then, follow Cortez, 1522, and the 
Pizarro accounts, 1547,—and the 
story no longer remains fantastic fic- 
tion. Oviedo’s “History” of 1535 fix- 
es first hand knowledge by an ac- 
tual participant! 

‘As new material was garnered, 
older works came out with revised 
and extended editions—and eacn tan- 
guage hastened to absorb the mo- 
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mentum. Collections of voyages were 
immensely popular, i.e. the 1550 Ra- 
musio, Hakluyt-Purchas of 1582- 
1624, and the superlative DeBry se- 
ries of 1590-1634 are inimitably 
the best. Las Casas, 1552; Gomara, 
1552; Zarate, 1577; and Acosta, 
1578; among others, add to the fur- 
ther enlightenment. 

Nor should we forget the explorers 
themselves: de Vaca, 1542; Cabot, 
1544; Cartier, 1545; de Soto, 1557; 
Ribaut, 1563; Hawkins, 1569; Gil- 
bert, 1576; Frobisher, 1577; Laudon- 
niere, 1586; Drake, 1588; Raleigh, 
1596: Smith, 1608; and so on. (The 
dates listed are the published ac- 
counts). 

Truly, they all had something to 
write about. Even today the record 
is not entirely complete, as one notes 
a recent expedition to explore the 
still-unknown reaches of Amazonian 
head-waters. ; 

Publication, none the less, pin- 
points the progress. We all can take 
great pride in the first contempora- 
ry printing fruits thereof, whether 
it be Mexico City in 1539 or Cam- 
bridge, Mass., in 1639, a hundred 
years later.

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TIDBITS OF HISTORY 
FROM OLD 
NEWSPAPERS 


By E. R. SMITH 


The Pennsylvania Inquirer, a four 
page small folio-sized newspaper, 
Vol. 1, No. 1, Philadelphia, June 1, 
1829, says: 

“Despatch Line for New York, 
through in one day, via Bordentown 
and New Brunswick—the low pres- 
sure Steamboat Emerald, Capt. W. 
Whelldin, will leave the New Steam 
Boat wharf, Race Street every morn- 
ing at six o’clock for Burlington, 
Bristol and Bordentown. Passengers 
for New York take coaches at Bor- 
dentown for New Brunswick, there 
take the low pressure steamboat 
Citizen and arrive in New York by 
5 o’clock the same afternoon. 


“Green Peas, well filled, were abun- 
dant in our market on Saturday at 
one dollar a bushel. Mr. Madison is 
recovering from his late disposition. 
At the Walnut St. Theatre, this eve- 
ning June 1, 1829, will be presented 
the Play (never acted in this city) 
called Cavaliers and Roundheads. 
The entertainments to conclude with 
the favorite Farce of ‘Twas 1.’ Sum- 
mer prices, boxes 50¢, pit 3714¢, gal- 
lery 12%4¢—a few orchestra seats 
at 75¢. 

“James Hogan, No. 138 S. Fourth 
St., takes the liberty of informing 
his friends and fellow-citizens that 
in connection with his former, he 
has added the old and well known 
establishment, formerly occupied by 
Mr. Burr, in Gaskill St. near Fifth, 
where he will be happy to provide 
his friends with good carriages and 
horses on the most reasonable terms; 
he has also provided the establish- 
ment with a beautiful Hearse richly 
furnished with plumes and it will be 
drawn by a pair of jet black horses. 
Also a few hogsheads of old cider 
for sale.” 


_ Another large eight page paper 
issued by the Rand Avery Co. in 
1880, on the occasion of the 250th 
anniversary of Boston, is illustrated 
throughout with many interesting 
historical items. 


On the front page, along with a 
history of Boston, is a facsimile of 
the Act of Incorporation photo- 
graphed from the original records at 
the State House: 

“1630. ‘A Court of Assistants hol- 
den at Charlestown the 7th of Sept. 
1630—the Governor, Deputy Gov., 
Sir Richard Saltonstall, Mr. John- 
son, Mr. Sharp, Mr. Nowell, Mr. 
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Coddington, Mr. Ludlow, Mr. Rossi- 
ter, Mr. Pinchon, Mr. Bradstreet. 
Capt. Endicott being formerly chosen 
an Assistant did now take the oath 
of an Assistant in the presence of 
the Court. 

“It is ordered that Mr. Patrick 
and Mr. Underhill shall have allowed 
them for half a year’s provision, 
two hogsheads of meal, four bushels 
of malt, 10 pounds of powder, and 
lead to make shot; also house-room 
provided for them and L15.12s in 
money, to make other provisions. 
All this is to be done at the public 
charge, their year to begin from 
the time they begin to keep house. 

“Boston, Dorchester and Water- 
town. It is ordered that Trimountain 
shall be called Boston; Mattapan, 
Dorchester; and the town upon the 
Charles River, Watertown.” 


Page 2 contains, along with adver- 
tisements of various companies, a 
view of part of the town of Boston, 
and British ships of war landing 
their troops 1768; engraved, print- 
ed, and sold by Paul Revere, Boston. 


Page 3 shows a facsimile of an 
engraving printed and sold by Paul 
Revere, of the Massacre on State 
Street, March 5, 1770. And in con- 
tinuing the history of Boston, says 
in part: 


“On the 5th of March of this year 
the Boston Massacre occurred in 
which five citizens were killed and 
several wounded by British soldiers. 
The affair grew out of a trivial 
street-brawl. Such was the feeling 
caused by the Massacre that it was 
deemed expedient by the British au- 
thorities to withdraw the troops. This 
Massacre was, however, only the 
cloud before the storm for Boston 
was soon to be the centre of warlike 
operations on a large scale.” 


Page four shows a broadside: “To 
all brave, healthy, able bodied and 
well disposed young men, in this 
neighborhood, who have any inclina- 
tion to join the troops now raising 
under General Washington for the 
defense of the Liberties and 'Inde- 
pendence of the United States 
against the hostile designs of foreign 
enemies, take notice—that Tuesday, 
Wednesday, Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday at Spotswood in Middlesex, 
County, attendance will be given— 
of the 11th regiment of infantry, 
commanded by Lt. Colonel Aaron 
Ogden for the purpose of receiving 
the enrollment of such youths of spir- 
it as may be willing to enter into 
this Honourable service. 


The encouragement at this time to 
enlist is truly liberal and generous, 
namely a bounty of 12 dollars, an 
annual and fully sufficient supply of 
good and handsome clothing; togeth- 
er with 60 dollars a year in gold 
and silver money on account of pay,” 
etc., etc. 


In 1780 we read that: “. . . there 
was real wealth in the hands of 
some, with complacency, luxury and 
display. The homes of many of the 
merchant-princes and high magis-

Seals and Sealing Wax 


By DORIS H. 


In “The Walrus and the Carpen- 
ter” Lewis Carroll writes: 
“ ‘The time has come,” 

the Walrus said, 
‘To talk of many things: 
Of shoes and ships and sealing wax 
Of cabbages and kings.’ ” 


The phrase of the Walrus’ pro- 
posed conversation which concerns 
me at the moment is “sealing wax.” 
I don’t know why the Walrus want- 
ed to talk about it or what he might 
have said on the subject. As one 
who enjoys making seals and as one 
who has been burned in the process, 
I have quite a bit to say! 

I can hardly ever sniff the distinc- 
tive aroma of burning wax without 
conjuring up a recollection of the 
Saturday morning Handicraft Class 
at the Y.W.C.A. of the Pennsylva- 
nia mining town where I was born. 
My mother used to dispatch me, with 
my allowance in hand, for a session

of gymnasium, crafts, and lunch at 
the “Y” every Saturday. 

Here I first saw Dickens’ Christ- 
mas Carol acted, and wondered whose 
father was going to get stuck in the 
snow because his car chains were 
an important prop for Marley’s 
Ghost. It was here that I first heard 
Hans Christian Andersen’s story, 
“The Little Mermaid.” And it was 
here I got my first whiff of burning 
sealing wax. 

For two or three Saturdays we 
worked out “baskets,” using Denni- 
son’s metal-rimmed price tags, about 
an inch and a half in diameter, 
with half of the inside cut away, 
leaving the top metal rim of the 
tag as the handle for the basket. 

As I recall, the edges of the bas- 
ket were of gold sealing wax, and 
the flowers, formed with a sort of 
cuneiform implement, were pink, 
light blue, and light green. I sup-

pose other objects were made, but 
I remember only the baskets, the 
smell of burning wax, and what mar- 
velous fun it was! 

Since those long-ago days at the 
“Y,” I’ve always noticed red wax 
seals on packages and papers. I’ve 
admired signet rings and _ often 
thought how interesting it would be 
to have one and seal my letters with 
an impression of the signet. 

My interest was dormant and pas- 
sive until about a year ago when 
I decided that I ought to do some- 
thing about my personal stationery. 
I found I was using whatever was 
handy, usually business copy paper. 

The first thing I started looking 
for was an antique seal. This may 
seem like putting the cart before the 
horse, but I thought if I found an 
interesting seal, I could have the 
seal design reproduced as the letter- 
head. 

The seals I found, and the places, 
I discovered them, were amazing. I 
found seals not just in antique stores 
which handled jewelry, but in an- 
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tique stores which handled heavier 
things such as furniture. 

I saw seals in windows which I 
had looked at every day and had 
never noticed before. I even found 
some handsome seals in pawn shops. 
But the one which now adorns my 
wrist was the finest one for my pur- 
pose and was found in the seal col- 
lection of James Robinson, a fa- 
mous 57th Street jeweler. 


I explained to the jeweler that I 
did not want an elaborate crest or 
an undemocratic coat-of-arms. I 
said I wanted something feminine, 
with an interesting legend if possi- 
ble. The jeweler went through, most 
patiently, each of the nearly 50 seals 
in stock, reading the mottoes and 
discussing the designs. 


I selected a white carnelian on 
which were engraved a ship on the 
left side, a jutting promontory on the 
right, and some rippled water in be- 
tween. Standing on the promontozy, 
somewhat out of scale, is a gull; fly- 
ing above the ship, about to go “off 
left” is a second bird. 


Each bird holds in his beak the 
end of a ribbon, tied loosely in the 
center into a “square knot.” ‘If the 
bird were to fly “off left” and if 
the ship were to move away, the 
knot would become tighter. 


The legend running around the 
edge of the seal reads: ‘“‘The greater 
the distance, the closer the tie.” A 
Victorian “sentiment,” but a very 
appropriate one to have on the back 
of a letter which is going to travel 
3500 miles to get home! 


I enjoyed using my first seal so 
much that my husband presented me 
with a second one. It is finely en- 
graved on a sandy-colored agate. It 
is oblong in shape; the first seal is 
an oval. A mailed forearm holding 
a dagger arises from “A crown. ‘he

legend reads “Manus haec 
tyrannis,” or translated 
“Tyrants Beware!” 

Both seals are attached to a gold 
link Victorian bracelet. It seems a 
little heavy to wear when I’m at 
home, but I enjoy wearing it when 
I’m away from home, and [ send off 
all my mail “under seal.” 

A friend gave me a third seal, 
beautifully engraved on red carne- 
lian with the legend: “Haec lucra 
laborum”—which I haven’t quite de- 
cided how to translate. 

The seal is encircled with gold but 
the rest of the mount has been cut 
away and the seal has been trans- 
formed into a brooch. I plan to have 
it remounted and add to my bracelet. 


I have not yet arranged for my 
first seal to be reproduced on my 
stationery. Our printer tells me that 
a drawing must be made of an im- 
pression of the seal and then it can 
be transferred to my _ stationery, 
either by a steel die engraving or by 
a thermograph process. In the mean- 
time, '[ send out my correspondence 
on all-rag paper with an impres- 
sion of the seal in a wax to match 
or contrast with the color of the 
stationery. 


There is, incidentally, quite a trick 
in using sealing wax. For the office 
we buy large sticks of Dennison’s 
“American Express” sealing wax. 
We've tried both red and black and 
the red is more effective as the de- 
sign of the seal is more legible. 

Properly, an alcohol lamp should 
be used to heat the wax. But we sim- 
ply take a package of book matches, 
hold a lighted one under the wax 
stick and let the stick melt. 

We spread the first few drops to 
the size of the seal, including the 
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rim. This forms a base and protects 
the env. lope and its contents from 
excessive heat. 

After a sufficient amuunt of wax 
has been melted, let it cool until no 
more tiny bubbles appear; then ap- 
ply the seal firmly. There is less 
likelihood of the wax spattering, or 
being misdirected, or even burning 
holes in clothing if the still-burning 
match is simply dropped into an ash 
tray and allowed to burn out there. 

While in England this past spring 
I bought some blue sealine wax and 
some gold wax from Mudie & Sons, 
London W. I. I was attracted by 
their display of blue paper, blue en- 
velopes, and dark blue sealing wax. 

This is an age of the telephune 
and the executive typewriter, not 
the Age of the Elegant Holograph. 
Because there is so little personal 
letter writing, I think that little 
should be made as beautiful as pos- 
sible. 

Fine rag paper and an interest- 
ing seal impression add individuality 
and eclat to correspondence. Perhaps 
physical improvements of such ele- 
gance and interest will even inspire 
more interesting contents. 

So call your stationer and insist 
on pure rag content paper and go 
a-browsing among the antiques stores 
to find a seal which will make your 
letters not just an expression of your 
thoughts but your individuality as 
well. And you’ll be able to tell Car- 
roll’s Walrus a thing or two!

Officers at the Fifth Army head- 
quarters in Chicago were recently 
faced with what to do with two an- 
tique cannons that had developed 
shaky wheels. 


Made in 1883, the 600-pound guns 
in front of the headquarters have 
served as a landmark for motorists 
and a favorite playing place for 
children for many years. 


But the wheels became rickety 
wheels—a hazard. The ‘Army was un- 
able to find a wheelright in Chicago 
to repair them. 


Finally, they learned of one stiil 
in business in Westchester, Pa. The 
wheels were removed and sent there 
for repair. The old cannons are prac- 
tically as good as new now.

The George F. Harding Museum,

tice tended to overtax the Treasury 
department and issuance of uncut 
sheets of currency was discontinued. 
Consequently uncut sheets of this 
type currency are very rare and sel- 
dom offered for sale.

Yet 
they, today, have become rare collec- 
tors’ items. 

Issuance of Commemorative coins 
has been discontinued. They have 
been highly popular as collectors’ 
pieces.

trates were relatively more palatial 
than are any in the city today. There 
were fine equipage, with black coach- 
men and footmen. There were many 
quaint old nooks and corners, tav- 
erns and inns; some 2000 buildings, 
four being of stone of which King’s 
Chapel alone remains.” 

The illustrations on this page show 
a Faneuil Hall Lottery ticket dated 
June, 1765, signed by John Hancock

SPEARS 


By CHARLES MILES 


Spears are poles with sharp points, 
intended for thrusting or throwing 
with intent to kill. It is common 
practice also to call spear heads 
spears. 

There are two kinds of spears: 
conventional with a single head, gen- 
erally not barbed, and fish and bird 
spears, with either barbed heads or 
barbed tines. 

Conventional spears are recorded 
ethnologically in use by Eskimos and 
Plains Indians, and in a short dag- 
ger form in northern California. Ar- 


chaeologically they appear to have 
been much more widely used, but 
such a conclusion is probably a pop- 
ular fallacy due to calling all stone 
artifacts that could have been spear 
heads, spears. It is a fallacy because 
any spear head, even on a shait, 
could be a knife by simply cutting 
off the pole a hand’s breadth from 
the head, and, as knives were both 
handier and more useful than spears, 
there is a great deal more likelihood 
that most, if not all, of such arti- 
facts were actually knife blades. 
The Eskimos used two kinds of 
the conventional spears: one a short, 
stabbing spear for wounding or kill- 
ing swimming animals, and the other 
a heavy lance to kill wounded, 
trapped or cornered game. A _ spe- 
cialized form of the latter consists 
of a pole with a socketed end into 
which a short, small spear could be 
affixed and renewed as its predeces-

These spears were found in Warner Valley, which lies principally in Lake County, Oregon. Paiute 
Indians of Shoshone stock, formerly lived in Eastern Oregon. One writer describes the Paiute tribe 


as “peaceable, moral and industrious; ‘have steadily resisted the vices of civilization. 


These spears would indicate that they were also artisans, 
Hugh M. Worcester, collector and author of Berkeley, Calif., numbers these spears among his 


Indian artifacts. 


sors were left in a victim. The spare 
points were carried in a bag. 

The Plains Indians used a long 
lance from horseback to bring down 
buffalos, and sometimes foes in bat- 
tles. Impressions of the popularity 
of this weapon have become exag- 
gerated, however, because of its con- 
spicuous appearance in paintings 
and drawings and in the Buffalo 
Bill type of pageantry, an appear- 
ance instigated, of course, by the 
picturesque looks of lances on hor- 
ses. Actually it was clumsy in com- 
parison with bows and arrows and 
guns, and better for parades and 
ceremonies. Whether it came into use 
with the acquisition of horses or not 
is not on record, but from the stab- 
bing, rather than thrusting, manner 
in which it was used it may have 
been adapted from aboriginal spears 
used after the Eskimo fashion. A few 
survivors have stone heads, but most 
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of the few that now exist are sup- 
plied with more practical steel or 
iron points. 

The California Indian spear hard- 
ly qualifies as a spear, being short, 
and more of a dagger, though hav- 
ing as a rule a regular spear head. 
Tt may have been a weapon in the 
past, but ethnologically it is connect- 
ed with the paraphernalia of dance 
and ceremony, particularly among 
the lower Klamath River tribes. 

In contrast to the conventional 
spears, the fish spears were in wide 
use. They were of two varieties: a 
shaft with a single head supplied 
with one or more barbs, and a shait 
with two or more barbed tines on 
the end. The single-headed spears 
were favored by the Eastern wood- 
land Indians and the Canadian 
northwoods Indians, and the pronged 
kind by the Eskimos and Northwest 
Coast Indians. Both, and a somewhat 
hypothetical third type are known 
archaeologically in California; the 
third type being a reconstruction of 
bone spike and barb combinations 
assumed to have been lashed on as 
spear heads. A fourth type has also 
been hypothecated from examples in 
other primitive areas, a shaft with 
a curved and double pointed bone 
lashed diagonally as a thead. 

Bird spears similar in form to the 
fish spears, with a similar mission, 
to hook as well as pierce, were in 
use by the Eskimos, but are better 
classitied with darts because of 
lightness and the fact they were 
thrown with atlatls. Such weapons 
in spear form may, however, have 
been used, as they are, or were used 
till recently not too far south of the 
Mexican border.

Raphael Tuck and Sons Post Cards 


—From the collection of Bob Finnegan 
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Raphael Tuck and Sons 


The name of Raphael Tuck and 
Sons is one that is familiar to every 
post card collector. All Tuck cards 
are not. by any means, fine examples 
of the art of printing. In fact some 
of the Tuck and Sons’ work is among 
the poorest, but they did create some 
of the best, if not unfailingly the 
finest lithography in the post card 
industry. 

The Tuck firm is not primarily a 
post card manufacturing concern. 
Originally art printers, they were 
drawn into the post card field. Their 
prominence is the direct result of 
European Royal Custom and the 
ascendency of a child of the Danish 
Royal family. 

Qn December 1, 1844, a daughter, 
Alexandra, was born to Prince Chris-

tian of Denmark (later, King Chris- 
tian IX) and his wife Louise, who 
was the daughter of Landgrave, Wil- 
liam of Hesse. 

The Danish Princess, Alexandra, 
on March 10, 1863, married Albert 
Edward, the Prince of Wales of Eng- 
land, and on August 9, 1902, when 
her husband was crowned King (Ed- 
ward VI'l), was the mother of the 
future George V. of England. She 
died on November 20, 1925. 

It has long been an historical 
European custom for royalty and no- 
bility to grant patents of favor to 
tradesmen. This brought to the mer- 
chants considerable trade from the 
followers of the nobleman making the 
grant. 

Raphael Tuck had vrinting inter- 


ests in Saxony (the modern German- 
ic Province of Holstein) and received 
from Queen Alexandra (whose moth- 
er was Louise of Hesse) a patent 
of “Art Publishers to the Queen 
Alexandra.” This was later extend- 
ed to “Art Publishers to Their Majes- 
ties the King and Queen.” Confirma- 
tion of this grant can be found on 
most of Raphael Tuck and Sons’ 
older and present day cards. 

Their early work under the Royal 
Patent was mostly in the art field, 
largely, if not entirely, lithography. 
The terms “Rapholith” and “Rapho- 
type” were used by them for some 
of their splendid stone work; the 
“Raphotype” Art plates being “pic- 
ture and text” pages in which the 
type, as well as the accompanying 
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illustrations, was apparently print- 
ed by lithography, from one stone, 
in a single operation. 

The Company went into the greet- 
ing card field, making fine Valen- 
tine, Easter, Christmas, and other 
season-greeting cards. When the post 
card craze swept the printing plants, 
skilled craftsmen produced, in their 
earlier items, some of the finest ex- 
amples of post card lithography. 

The finest pieces (produced in the 
Firm’s early years) are relatively 
rare, and likely to be missed by casu- 
al collectors. Here is some data con- 
cerning the identification of Tuck 
Post Cards. 

They usually carry one, or both, 
of two identifying marks: the Tuck 
painter’s easel trademark, or the 
Arms of the Crown of England. Oth- 
er manufacturers (such as Engler 
of Dresden) may use Koyal Arms by 
Royal Patent, but the Arms are of 
other nations; Tuck’s is of England. 

Tucks’ identifying marks are not 
always prominent. On the older and 
scarcer cards the marks are very 
inconspicuous. On the early adver- 
tising cards, manufactured for pri- 
vate firms, only a tiny easel ap- 
pears, barely discernable, in a cor- 
ner of the picture portion of the 
card. 

There is no mention of the Tuck 
firm, in print. Check thru your ear- 
ly undivided-back Tuck cards and 
note the very tiny easel in the cor- 
ner of the picture itself.

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Several brand names were used by 
Tuck. The best known, the “Oilette,” 
is the most common one. Rare ones 
are: “Charmette,”’ “Aquarette,” 
“Rapholette,” and “Raphotype.” 

The Tuck early cards were, of 
course, of the message-face type, un- 
divided on the back (prior to 1907, 
if for U.S. use; before 1903, if for 
use in Great Britain). On these the 
“Tuck” legend and_ identification 
marks are very small, and lie along 
the border on the picture side of the 
card. This is the reason why so many 
of the earlier and finer Tucks are 


overlooked. 
Tuck and Sons, like most manufac- 
turers, produced various novelty 


cards including embroidered cards, 
phonograph record cards that actual- 
ly can be played, hand photo cards, 
jig-saw puzzle cards, and the famous 
paint-box series. The latter was in 
book form, with four cards to the 
page. 

One page would have four com- 
pletely colored cards. The cards 
could be cut from the page and 
mailed. The second page had the same 
four views printed in black outline 
so that they could be colored. These 
four cards were perforated so they, 
too, could be removed and mailed.

Tourist Americana 


Of the tens of thousands of tour- 
ists that now cross Stevens Pass in 
the State of Washington’s northern 
Caseades, few ever see it from the 
vantage of a train. Even fewer ever 
see it as it once was viewed. 

In its original survey, the Great 
Northern Railroad, after passing 
through the orchard country of the 
Wenatchee Valley, passed into Leav- 
enworth in a southerly direction, and 
with dramatic suddenness entered the 
high eastern ramparts of the Cas- 
cades. This route was through Tum- 
water Canyon, “Tumwater” being 
the Indian name for wild water. 

The granite peaks rise directly 
from the canyon 4,000 to 7,000 feet. 
As a consequence these peaks gath- 
ered a very considerable amount of 
snow, and snow slides were frequent. 
Due to these slides the railroad found 
it necessary to build snowsheds, and 
by 1920 the beauty of Tumwater 
was largely lost to the tourists who 
were almost continually in a snow- 
shed. 

On its first route over the Cascades 
“G.N.” ran its rails as far up the 
valley as two engines could pull the 
train. Then they backed the train 
up on a grade, pulled ahead on a 
grade above the original, and by this 
“switchback” method finally reached 
the crest of Stevens Pass. 

The same switchback*was required 
to reach the floor of the Skykomish 
River on the west side. Back in 1904 
the railroad ran a 3.2 mile tunnel 
through the crest of the Cascades and 
by that means eliminated the switch- 
backs—and a great deal of snow 
trouble at that elevation of over 
4,000 feet. 

We now see that here is the evo- 
lution of a railroad. Because of the 
fact that the G.N. ran through a 
region rich in coal, that was the 
fuel used by its locomotives. But 
coal smoke, especially in tunnels, is 
far from agreeable, and sulfurous 
smoke and cinders seemed to sift 
through double windows even though 
they were closed in the snowsheds. 

As a result the G.N. electrified its 
line from Wenatchee t6 Skykomish, 
and incidentally obtained its power 
from the Tumwater River. Our first 
picture (over) shows how two en- 
gines of the coal burning variety 
looked pulling a passenger train up 
Tumwater Canyon. 

On my early trips between Spo- 
kane and Seattle, the Cascades were 
a real adventure. We always passed 
another passenger train coming from 
the west in Tumwater Canyon. If 
was late, which was usual, all the 
passengers would emerge from the

train with cameras and some regu- 
lar knowing ones would be ready 
with a fishline to toss in the river. 

_In winter, this stop was always a 
signal for snowball fights all along 
the length of the train. On many 
occasions the conductor would point 
out mountain goats or sheep in the 
peaks above, and deer were frequent- 
ly seen. 

I recall, on my first trip, seeing 
a man sitting opposite us suddenly 
open his window, poke a rifle through 
it, and shoot a buck drinking out of 
the river. My father protested at 
shooting a deer just for sport, but 
the fellow said it was no such thing, 
and sure enough he got off at the 
next station and undoubtedly got the 
section-man to “row” down on the 
hand car to get his deer. 

On the west slope of the Cas- 
cades the railroad was truly dramatic. 
In those years the line followed the 
south fork of the Skykomish River, 
on just about its present roadbed, 
to the springs. Here they had a fine 
hotel for there were several types 
of water, both hot and cold, sulfur, 
ozone, and what was called “iron” 
water. Always the train stopped

here to allow the tourist 15 minutes 
to taste the various fountains and 
buy souvenirs in the hotel as well 
as take pictures. 

There the line made a horse shoe 
bend and started up, going west 
directly opposite its approach to the

summit on the north side of the 
valley. It turned in a canyon and 
suddenly crossed a trestle bored right 
into the mountain. 

Looking through the train one 
could see that the next car was 
turning, and the wheels screamed 
under the coaches against the rails. 
This turning kept on until we won- 
dered if the train had gone onto a 
merry-go-round track somehow. 

But eventually, as suddenly as we 
entered, we were out of the tunnel 
and seemingly hanging in air. We’d

come out onto another trestle, and 
low and behold, almost underneath 
us was the first trestle over which 
we had passed plunging into the 
mountain. 

The train had gone on a full horse- 
shoe turn inside the mountain. It 
continued up to the town of Welling- 
ton where it entered the 3.2 mile 
tunnel. 

About 1912, a tremendous snow- 
slide just west of Wellington caught 
a whole passenger train and carried 
it down to the bottom of the canyon. 
The loss of life was heavy. As a 
result of this catastrophe, the rail- 
road built what is hailed even now 
as the longest railroad tunnel in the 
Western Hemisphere: over 8 miles 
long from the point where the springs 
were, to a point well down the val- 
ley on the eastern slope. 

And there isn’t a snowshed on the 
entire line. They cut out Tumwater 


Canyon, too, and took a route along 
the Chewawa River in foothills that 
are relatively free of snow. 


But I think that those who have 
ridden those ancient wooden pull- 
mans that creaked on every turn, 
with a wood-burning stove in each 
car, and even oil lamps, when it took 
seven hours to go the 150 miles 
from Wenatchee to Puget Sound— 
believe those were days to remember. 
Now most people go by car and it 
takes just three hours on super high- 
ways. With such nostalgia, the writer 
is tempted to wonder: “What Price 
Progress?”

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NEEDLEPOINT 
IN MINIATURE 


Mrs. William B. McIlvaine, Jr., of 
Lake Forest, Ill., has an outstand- 
ing collection of needlepoint shadow- 
boxes, which she recently placed on 
display in the Art Department of 
the Chicago Public Library. The 
shadowboxes are miniature dupli- 
cates of some of the rooms in the 
McIlvaine home, which is patterned 
after a Baltimore house built in 1751. 


Wall decorations, pictures, seat 
covers, book bindings, rugs and many 
other articles in the tiny replicas 
are all made of needlepoint and rep- 
resent untold hours of work by the 
owner and designer herself. 


Needlepoint is an old art and was 
known to the old Greeks and Ro- 
mans but the term is popularly asso- 
ciated with the French, who made 
so many of the superb tapestries of 
the Middle Ages. These needlepoint 
tapestries were used in castles and 
churches as insulation against cold 
and were made by monks and by 
court attendants, under the direction 
of the royal ladies. 


Some of the royal needlewomen 
who favored needlepoint include 
Queen Elizabeth I, Mary Queen cf 
Scots, and Queen Mary, mother of 
George VI. It has been said that 
“needlepoint speaks a universal lan- 
guage.” It is treasured and enjoyed 
by all nations.

LAWRENCE Coat-of-Arms 


Lawrence 








Arms: Argent a cross raguly 
gules onachief of the second a leop- 
ard passant guardant or. 

Crest: The tail of a fish proper. 


This LAWRENCE Armorial Bearing 
is #398 in the Roll of Arms as reg- 
istered by the committee on Heral- 
dry of the New England Historic 
Genealogical Society. It is ascribed 
to Anne, daughter of John Lawrence 
of St. James Park, Elmham, Suffolk, 
England, and wife of the Rev. Rob- 
ert Peck, Rector of Hingham, Nor- 
folk, England, and vf Hingham, 
Mass. 

Anne’s grandfather was John 
Laurence of St. James, Southelm- 
ham. He married Anne—who was 
buried at Southelmham August 24, 
1580. In 1589 he purchased the 
manor of Fressingfield Hall, co. Suf- 
folk. 

Anne (Laurence) Peck’s father 
was John Laurence of St. James, 
Southelmham, but of Fressingfield at 
the time of his death. His will was 
proved January 11, 1610-11. He mar- 
ried the daughter of William Herne 
of “Tibnamlongrowe” or Tibenham, 
co. Norfolk. 

Both the father and grandfather 
of Anne removed to Fressingfieid 
from St. James, Southelmham. How- 
ever, Copinger’s Manors of Suffolk 
(volume 4, p. 39) gives the follow- 
ing blazon for Laurence: Argent a 
cross raguly gules, on a chief of 
the second a lion passant guar- 
dant or. 

Anne Laurence/Lawrence was born 
about 1583. About 1606 she married 
the Rev. Robert Peck, and the rec- 
ord of the baptism of their first

child, dated July 28, 1607, may be 
found in the Parish Register of Hing- 
ham, co. Norfolk. She died in 1648, 
aged about 65, ana was buried at 
Hingham, England. 

Robert Peck was born at Beccles, 
co. Suffolk, England, about 1580. He 
was graduated at Magdalen College, 
Cambridge, and the degree of A.B. 
was conferred upon him in 1599, and 
that of A.M. in 1608. 

He was inducted Rector of the 
church at Hingham, cv. Norfolk, 
England, on the first of January, 
1605, and remained there for 338 
years. In 1688 he fled to New Eng- 
land to escape the persecution of The 
Church. 

Savage’s Genealogical Dictionary 
of New England states he came in 
the “Diligent” in 1638 with his wife, 
two children, and two servants. When 
the situation at home cleared, he em- 
barked October 27, 1641, with his 
wife and son Joseph, and went back 
to England to resume his Rectorship 
at Hingham. 

After the death of his first wife, 
Anne Lawrence, in 1648, he mar- 
ried Mrs. Martha Bacon, widow of 
James Bacon, Rector of Burgate. The 
Rev. Robert Peck died at Hingham 
and his will was proved at London, 
April 10, 1658. 

Anne Peck, daughter of Robert 
and Amne (Lawrence) Peck, was 
baptized in England in 1619. In July, 
1639, she became the second wife of 
John Mason of Seabrooke, Conn., and 
consequently she did not return to 
England with her family. John and 
Anne (Peck) Mason had about eight 
children, and he died in 1672, in his 
72nd year. 

In the November, 1946, issue of 
HOBBIES an article compiled by 
Mabel Louise Keech appeared on the 
Lawrence/Popinga family. This is an 
interesting example of the descen- 
dants of a Dutch ancestor giving up 
their surname in favor of their fore- 
father’s patronymic—Laurensz—that 
is, son of Laurens or Lourens, the 
Dutch equivalent for the English 
Lawrence. 

Anne (Lawrence) Peck was only 
one of numerous early Lawrence set- 
tlers. The New England Register 
(volume 10, page 297) contains a 
copy of a Lawrence pedigree com- 
piled by H. G. Somerby. 


This pedigree extends over a pe- 
riod of 700 years. It takes the Law- 
rence line back 16 generations in 
England, from John Lawrence who 
settled in Watertown, Mass. in 1635. 


This pedigree, in essence at least, 
has been widely printed and may be 
found repeated in Bond’s Water- 
town, the Family of John Lawrence 
of Watertown; Rixford’s 300 Colo- 
nial Ancestors; volume 55, page 437 
of the D.A.R. Monthly Magazine; 
and in other works on the Lawrence 
family. 

Attention should be directed to an 
article in the American Genealogist, 
(volume 10, pages 78-83) concerning 
this compilation by Somerby. This 
work by G. A. Moriarty is entitled: 
The English Ancestry of the Law- 
rences of Groton and Boston, and 
as this is Mr. Moriarty’s own line, 
he has devoted much time to it. 

Believing “true facts’ about pedi- 
grees should be made known in the 
interest of sound genealogical stu- 
dies,” he hhas checked all details «in 
the pedigree and arrived at the con- 
clusion that it is “preposterous!” No 
fault is found with the section deal- 
ing with the Lawrence genealogy in 
America—it is the English links that 
do not stand scrutiny. 

Mr. Moriarty points out the weak 
spots and flaws. He begins with the 
“mythical ancestor,’ Sir Robert 
Lawrence, who (it is claimed accom- 
panied Richard [I to the Holy Land, 
and had arms conferred upon him 
for his bravery in sealing the walls 
of Acre, A.D. 1191. 

It is suggested that anyone inter- 
ested in the Lawrence family his- 
tory should give this article careful 
consideration. 

The American Genealogist has also 
printed other articles on the Law- 
rence famly.. These include: “The 
Maternal Ancestry of Anne Peck, 
Second Wife of Capt. John Mason 
(c. 1600-1672)” by Schuyler’ Law- 
rence; and two articles by S. Allyn 
Peck: “More Light on Lawrence of 
St. James, Southelmham, co. Suf- 
folk,’ and “Pedigree Timber for 
Lawrence of St. James, Southelm- 
ham, co. Suffolk.” These articles may 
be found in volumes No. 23 and No. 
24 of the magazine mentioned. 


INTERPRETATION 


ARMS: Argent a cross raguly gu- 
les, on a chief of the second a leop- 
ard passant guardant or. 

Crest: The tail of a fish proper. 


Translated into non-Heraldic terms: 
A silver (argent) shield, across the 
upper one-third of which is a red 
(“of the second” color named—gu- 
les) band or chief. On the chief is 
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a gold (or) full-faced (guardant) 
leopard in walking position (guar- 
dant). In the lower part of the shield 
is a red (gules) jagged (raguly) 
cross. Crest—the tail of a fish in 
natural color (proper). 

The lozenge form of this shield is 
used by both unmarried ladies and 
widows. As the shield was part of 
the armor of a warrior, the diamond- 
shaped form marks the fact that the 
arms are those of a woman and not 
a warrior. 

A woman does not use her armo- 
rial insignia with either a helmet, 
a crest, or the mantling. The crest 
was to aid in identifying a man in 
battle when the helmet concealed his 
face. 

As a woman did not go into battle, 
she did not wear a helmet, and 
therefore needed no such identifica- 
tion. The mantling, representing the 
scarf thrown over the helmet for 
protection, was also considered in- 
appropriate for the use of women. 

The leopard is the symbol of watch- 
fulness, and its spots represent the 
eyes of Providence looking in every 
direction—far-sightedness. 

The cross is the most honorable 
charge in Heraldry, the express 
badge of the Christian. It signifies 
tribulation and affliction. The cross 
raguly is emblematical of difficulties 
that have been encountered. 

Gold signifies generosity and ele- 
vation of mind; silver, sincerity and 
peace; and red, courage and magna- 
nimity.

This year we 
came up with some little old-fash- 
ioned phonographs with the old bell 
horns. These make a grand addition 
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to an old-time living room. (Min- 
iature of course). 

We also have discovered a fine 
maker of miniature ceramics who 
has created some unusual pieces for 
us and is working on new ideas now. 
We discovered, too, several makers 
of miniature furniture whom we are 
proud to have creating for us. 

Our contact in India has sent us 
some very fine additions to our lit- 
tle silver boxes and at our request 
made a couple of outstanding items 
for Miss Betty DeLage, our shoe col- 
lector. These consist of a pair of 
ivory shoes that sit on the head of 
a pin, and a pair of gum shoes that 
will also be accommodated by this 
small space. 

Our good friend, Edythe Herron, 
is still producing her lovely little 
scenes, each housed in an ordinary 
egg shell. It is hard to realize that 
these exquisite little gems are pro- 
duced from such mundane materials. 

‘And so another show has gone to 
join our memories. Each one is a 
pearl added to the necklace of time. 
If the Celestial Jeweler is willing 
we'll add another pearl next Fall. 
We hope to see all of our current 
friends and make a few new ones 
next September. Until then may your 
summer be one of happy memories.

On a large grassy plot surrounded 
by a white picket fence is my Mod- 
ern Living Home in miniature, or 1” 
to the foot scale. The house itself is 
green. It has bay-windows in the 
front and white Colonial pillars. 

It is the type of house one finds 
now-a-days in “suburbia,” but this 
house is different, for it is inhabited 
by a doll-house family and scale re- 
production furniture. The path lead- 
ing to the front door is paved with 
multi-color stones. Flowers and trees 
adorn the outdoors which is com- 
plete with play yard and accessories. 

But, let us go inside, past the 


hall with its walnut banjo clock and 
lyre settee, to the large living-room.

Looking at the tulips on the TV 
console, one would never guess they 
are made of fish scales delicately 
painted.

The carving set is at the host’s 
plate. Even the salt and pepper 
shakers are of silver. Tiny wine gob- 
lets are at each place and the salad, 
in wooden bowls, waits on the tea 
wagon nearby. 

The two corner-cabinets hold other 
silver pieces, such as candelabra, wa- 
ter pitcher, gravy boat, cheese dish 
and others. The sideboards are laden 
with delicacies, and the tiny vinegar 
and oil cruets have removable stop- 
pers, 

It is from the well-equipped kitch- 
en next door that these delicacies 
come. The colored chef busily re- 
moves freshly baked pies and cakes 
from the oven. 

The gadgets here would delight 
the heart of any homemaker for 
this kitchen is complete from potato 
ricer to flour sifter, to jello molds, 
egg beaters, mix-masters, and silex 
maker to name but a few. The cab- 
inet doors swing back to reveal a 
well-stocked larder of canned goods, 
condiments, crackers, and other food- 
stuffs. 

On the work-table is a little toast- 
er from England. ‘Its toast actually 
pops up. The ice-box, too, is well- 
stocked with milk, eggs, meats, 
fruits, and vegetables. 

Tiny red and white pot holders 
are at hand for the chef, as are his 
rolling-pin and board. There is even 
a bread box with hinged cover which 
opens to reveal rolls and a loaf of 
bread. 

It is in the drawer of*the kitchen 
table that a complete set of tools is 
stored. This includes: chisel, screw- 
drivers, a variety of hammers, pli- 
ers, axes, and other tools, many of 
which are workable. 

Climbing the stairs to the mas- 
ter bed-room, one finds carved head 
and foot boards on the twin beds. 
Box-spring mattresses are covered 
by percale sheets, wool blankets, and 
quilted spreads. 

The highboy at the left, and all 
the drawers of other furniture in 
this room, have brass drawer pulls. 
On top of the highboy are spectacles, 
and a small green alarm clock. 


The desk opens to reveal a desk 
set, post cards in replica of famous 
people and places, a small flash-light, 
and an address book. The matching 
chair has a petit point seat.

of this descent from the ancient 
mysteries. 

(1) Arrows, and their successors, 
Straws and Scepters, or Rods; Cups; 
Swords; and Money or Coins have 
always represented the three gods— 
Mercury in Etruria, Thoth in Egypt, 
and Nebo in Babylonia. They were 
worshipped for many generations in 
the then civilized portions of the 
world.

Occasionally French 


and Swiss Tarot decks replaced the traditional POPE and 


POPESS cards with JUPITER and JUNO, reverting to the old Pagan gods. Examples 
of this reversion from two decks are shown here.

Today it may be very difficult to 
believe that playing cards, as we 
know them now, have directly 
evolved from early religion and wor- 
ship. The 1900 year old crusade 
against cards as “wicked tools of 
wicked persons” dates from the 
struggle of the early Christians 
against idolatry. 

This has been transmitted for gen- 
erations. Yet few people can trace 
their prejudice to the true origin 
without carefully reviewing the books 
of Moses. There are various proofs 


(2) The worship of Thoth was in- 
troduced into Italy by the priests 
of that cult as is proven histor- 
ically by the remains of their tem- 
ple at Puozzoli. There is, too, the 
temple of Mercury. Near it these 
“tablets of fate” are still found in 
common use in their original form. 

(3) The Egyptians or gypsies, the 
fortune-tellers of Europe, brought 
these mystic Tarots from the East. 
They always carried and consulted 
these packs, according to Reverend 
Edward Taylor. 


(4) The name originally given to 
Tarots or the “tablets of fate’ was 
Naibes or Naipes. This name is still 
used for playing cards in many parts 
of the world. 

The name Tarot is one of the 
links in the chain of evidence prov- 
ing that what we use as “playthings” 
were once part of the great cult of 
Mercury and his African and Asian 
followers. It has been considered by 
some authors as positive proof that 
the cards are the unbound leaves of 
one of the great books of the tem- 
ple of Thoth Hermes Megistus, since 
they derive the word Tarot from 
Thoth or Thror Tahar. 

They, it is said, ‘‘were the parch- 
ment records kept in the temple, 
which are mentioned in the time of 
the 18th dynasty that were written 
on skins.” At that time the pictures 
and the emblems of the Tarots were 
thoroughly understood. 

They were regarded with awe or 
reverently consulted. By their means 
alone could the wishes of the gods 
be made known to mortals through 
the medium of the priests. 

The temple of Thoth was the seat 
of all learning. There doctors, law- 
yers, and scientists were able to stu- 
dy and devote their knowledge to 
the god they worshipped. 

Mural pictures on the walls of the 
temple represented nearly every 
event in human life. It is now be- 
lieved that one of the priests of the 
cult conceived the idea of communi- 
cation with the gods through a well 
arranged system. 

A handful of arrows, straws, or 
rods, which were always connected 
with the magic of the Egyptians, as 
mentioned in Exodus, were cast upon 
a central altar. As these rods fell 
they pointed toward the pictures, 
and the ‘“‘speech or command” of the 
gods was interpreted by the priests. 

It is easy to see that the prim- 
itive arrows or rods were incomplete 
without the interpretations of the 
pictures. Likewise the pip part of 
the Tarot pack is useless for fortune- 
telling without the Atouts, which are 
supposed to be crude European 
copies of the murals in these early 
Egyptian temples. 

The rods or arrows were marked 
with figures representing a father, 
mother, a child, and a servant. Four 
tokens (or heraldic designs) were 
also scratched on the rods to divide 
them into suits that are still univer- 
sally retained. 

The Cup denotes the rank of 
priesthood. The Sword implies 
the king or the military. The Circle 
or Ring, representing money, typifies 
the world, or commercial community. 
‘And the Staff is emblematic of agri- 
culture. 

The symbols were always connec- 
ted with the worship of the gods. 
Ivory rods bearing these symbols 
have been found in the tomb of King 
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Q. Ai who was supposed to have lived 
about 4000 B.C. So the ancient di- 
vining arrows became the pip cards 
now in general use. And the pic- 
tures on the temple walls became the 
Atout part of the pack. 

The Atouts as a whole represent 
Youth, and his parents or governors 
and sponsors. These are followed by 
everything that can express human 
life, such as: ambition, love, mar- 
riage, temptation, friendship, luck, 
trials, illness, hatred, jealousy, de- 
spair, hope, enemies, success, and 
death. 

When combined with the pip cards 
the whole makes ian interesting game 
of life. This is presided over by the 
god, Mercury, “the writer on the 
tablets of fate.” 

The card known as the Joker to 
us combines all the qualities attrib- 
uted to the god Hermes himself. 
Among the Atouts it is called The 
Fool (Feu). It has no number in the 
pack and was not one of the pic- 
tures on the temple walls, but was 
probably a statue occupying the cen- 
ter of the temple. 

This card outranks all other cards 
and is as little to be depended upon 
as the god Quicksilver himself. It 
controls and dominates every card 
in both the pip and the Atout parts 
of the pack, and representing irres- 
ponsibility, chance, or luck, is found 
in every part of the world where 
divining cards are used. 

Some old and beautifully painted 
Tarots have been found in Italy. For 
this reason it is assumed that their 
use was common among the upper 
classes who could afford to buy the 
unbound leaves of the great book of 
Thoth long before any historical rec- 
ord of the cards, either for gambling 
or for fortune-telling. 

These cards were pYobably used 
for the latter purpose whenever any 
wandering priest of the cult could 
be induced to interpret their mean- 
ing. The arrangement of the un- 
bound leaves, that is regarded today 
as a mere pack of playing cards, 
enabled the priests of ancient day. 
to carry a pack on their persons. 

Thus the wishes of the gods might 
be consulted at any place. ‘This made 
it needless to enter the temple of 
Mercury for the purpose, which had 
been the custom before the Chrisiian 
era. 

After this time secrecy was no 
doubt necessary. The priests of the 
Roman Catholic Church naturally 
discouraged any consultation with 
the gods of ancient mythology, al- 
though the people might privateiy 
cling to the cult they had enjoyed, 
and which had been believed in since 
pre-historic ages. 

By appealing to the prophets or 
fortune-tellers, as the priests of Mer- 
cury might be considered today, the 
superstitious people believed they 
were actually receiving divine guid- 
ance. This belief is secretly held by 
many even in our 20th century. 

Few, however, realize that they are 
worshipers at the shrine of the god 
Nebo ot the Babylonians, mentioned in 
the Bible, the great god ‘Thoth of the 
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Egyptians, and their successor, Mer- 
cury or Hermes of the Romans. 

Traditionally, the four sets or 
suits of cards represented the four 
divisions or classes in the world of 
the day. Staffs represented work- 
men; money, merchants; cups, 
churchmen; and swords, soldiers. Jf 
a man wished to consult the oracles 
he communicated with the gods 
through the emblem of his class. 

The symbols also typify the four 
emblems of the god Mercury. The 
staff or wand represented the bearer 
of news, of health, and of life. The 
coin signified Mercury as the pro- 
tector and representative of mer- 
chants, and was a favorite decora- 
tion in their homes. 


The aces of the four suits—Staffs, 


of Mercury. 
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hearts. Swords were succeeded by 
piques or spades. 

It is impossible to date the period 
when cards were first used for ve- 
hicles to consult the gods. We do 
know, however, that the introduc- 
tion of Christianity into Rome grad- 
ually caused the gods of Olympus to 
be disregarded, and thus brought 
about the downfall of the ancient 
rites. 

Though the mysterious and power- 
ful god Thoth ranked high in early 
Egypt, and the remains of his wor- 
ship flourish today around the card 
table, we no longer consult him as 
the oracle. But we do use his “book” 
for our amusement and pleacure!

The chalice or “cup of fortune” 
was a symbol of sacrifice, and also 
a bond of friendship. It was the em- 
blem by which Mercury presided at 
birth, or led the soul to the unknown 
region. The sword, with which he 
killed Argos, was presented him by 
his father, Jupiter. 

In France, at an early date, the 
symbols on ordinary cards for play- 
ing evolved to those we use today. 
Staffs became trefles or clubs. Coins 
were changed to carreaux or dia- 
monds. Cups became coeurs or

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SMITHSONIAN’S NEW “WORLD 


OF MAMMALS” HALL 


The Smithsonian Institution’s new 
“World of Mammals” hall was re- 
cently opened to the public. 

This hall, which is located in the 
Smithsonian’s Natural History Build- 
ing, is a new concept in the pres- 
entation of this type of museum ex- 
hibit. The conventional museum mam- 
mal exhibit is usually limited to ani- 
mal life groups and representative 
selections of popular types of ani- 
mals. The World of Mammals also 
shows these but in addition contains 
many exhibits easily understood by 
both adults and children summariz- 
ing some of the biological principles 
pertaining to animals. 

The specimens used to illustrate 
these biological principles have been 
selected to represent the various or- 
ders of mammals as well as the 
major geographic areas of the world 
in which they occur. Among the sub- 
jects demonstrated are how mam- 
mals develop into species, the dif- 
ferent way in which mammals walk, 
how and why they develop the colors 
of their bodies, how they are adapted 
to climate and environment, and how 
they defend themselves and obtain 
their food. 

Representative selections of pop- 
ular types of mammals in this hall 
include cats, dogs, bears, pigs, and 
primates. Life groups include Afri- 
can buffalo, gorillas, armadillos, and 
square-lipped rhinoceroses, among 
many others. Some of the oddities 
of the mammal‘ world include the 
duck-billed platypus, the flying opos- 
sum, the vampire bat, and African 
crested rat, and the pangolin. 

Many of the large African mam- 
mals in this hall were collected by 
President Theodore Roosevelt during 
his history-making African expedi- 
tion of 1909-10, sponsored by the 
Smithsonian Institution.

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the Smithsonian Institution, in a bul- 
letin recently published by the Insti- 
tution. 

The island — the sultry, thickly 
forested Isla Escudo de Veraguas -—- 
off the Caribbean coast of Darien, 
was first sighted by Columbus in 
1502. It later was visited by Sir 
Francis Drake, who was mistakenly 
reported to have died and been bu- 
ried there. 

At times during the succession of 
ice ages, when the sea level was low, 
Dr. Westmore says, the four-square- 
mile island, whose most conspicuous 
inhabitants now are introduced wild 
pigs, must have been joined to the 
mainland. The birds he collected there 
were all mainland types apparently 
isolated ‘n this little domain for thou- 
sands of years, during which they 
have evolved their own evolutionary 
variations. 

A notable difference is that the 
island birds for the most part are 
larger than their mainland contem- 
poraries. In at least one case the dif- 
ference is as much as a third. This 
character has been observed on other 
isolated islands, It often accompanies 
isolation. 

Most abundant among the birds on 
the island were tropical wrens. Mam- 
mals, except for the pigs, were very 
few, although Dr. Wetmore secured 
one hitherto unknown species of spiny 
rat. All the material has been de- 
posited in the Smithsonian collections 
where it will be available for fur- 
ther study.

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This is a possible interpretation 
from a reconstruction of the badly 
shattered Shanidar I skull found 
three years ago in a cave in north- 
ern Iraq by Dr. Ralph Solecki while 
working for the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution. The fragments were fitted 
together by Dr. T. Dale Stewart, 
Smithsonian curator of physical an- 
thropology, at the Iraq Museum in 
Baghdad at the request of the Iraq 
Government. An age of approxi- 
mately 45,000 years was established 
by carbon-14 dating. 

The completed job, Dr. Stewart 
says in a report just published by 
the Smithsonian Institution, shows 
that the individual, probably killed 
in a fall of rocks from the ceiling 
of the cave, was essentially a “clas- 


sical’? Neanderthaler, although with 
somewhat debatable signs of pro- 
gressivism. 


Notable, however, is the fact that 
this creature lived so close to the 
time of the earliest known modern 
man. There is considerable basis for 
speculation, Dr. Stewart says, that 
the Neanderthalers survived in this 
corner of the world into the age of 
true men who may have destroyed 
or overwhelmed them. 

There recently has been some spec- 
ulation of an ancestral connection 
between Neanderthal man and true 
man—that one was derived from the 
other. The reconstructed skull, Dr. 
Stewart says, strengthens his con- 
viction that this was not the case. 
The two types are very different. 
Any evolution from one to the other 
would, at the best, have required 
many generations. Yet here is a very 
primitive type surviving to a late 
date and showing no evidence that 
any transition was in progress.
